S’  i*  0~t~%HAT  Learning  appeared  very 
JL  foon  in  the  World,  is  a  Matter 
that  feems  Jo  highly  probable ,  as  cannot  well 
be  denied.  %)pon  which  Account  it  is  that 
Suidas  (  i  )  tells  us,  that  all  Arts  not  only 
Mechanick,  but  Liberal  alfo,  owe  their  origi¬ 
nal  to  Adam.  And  this  appears  too  speci¬ 
ally  from  this.  That  all  humane  Literature 
is  owing  to  the  Jews,  as  is  affirmed  not  only 
by  modern  Writers,  but  alfo  by  the  ancient 
Jews  and  Chriftians  in  their  Difputes  a - 
gainjl  the  Heathens,  and  in  their  Apologies 
for  the  ip  own  Religion.  Thus  Clemens  A- 
lexandrinus  2 _)  tells  us,  that  Ariitobulus 
a  Jew  affirmed  of  Plato  5  that  if  any  ffiould 
be  f<>  curious  as  to  fearch  into  and  examine 
his  Writings ,  he  would  foon  find  that  he  Was 
beholding'  to  the  Jews  for  the  mojl  ufeful 
Rajfages  in  his  Books  :  and  the  like  is  aver¬ 
ted  by  Eufebius  ( 3  And  Jofephus  a- 
gainjl  Appiort  (4 )  pojstively  affirms  of

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Pythagoras,  That  he  not  only  underflood  the 
Jewiflh  DifcipHne,  but  alfo  greedily  embra¬ 
ced  fever al  things  which  were  contained  in  it. 

To  the  like  Purpofe  Tertullian  (  i  ),  Ja- 
ftin  Martyr  (2 ),  8cc.  And  not  only  the 
Jews  and  Chriftians  are  unanimous  in  this 
Matter ,  but  even'  the  Heathens  themfelves 
allow  it  5  as  I  could  eafily  pew,  if  it  were 
con f ftent  with  my  prefent  Purpofe.  _ 

§  2.  As  Letters  were  very  early ,  fo  it 
feems  Libraries  were  not  very  long  after  them 
("3J):  Becaufe  whatfoever  things  of  Moment 
were  committed  to  Writing ,  were  fo muc  t jy 
more  ufeful,  as  they  were  preferved  carefully 
in  fuch  kind  of  Repofitories.  Therefore  it 
h  ' probable ,  that  Libraries  were  firfl  of  all 
built  Private  Perfons  for  their  own  parti¬ 
cular  Vfe,  and  that  afterwards  they  came  to 
be  the  peculiar  Care  of  Kings,  Princes,  See. 
Thus  Olymanduas  King  of  #gypt  built  a 
famous  Library,  upon  the  Front  whereof  he 
put  this  Infcription ,  *txh2  UTPEION  (4J 
This  is  the  Fir  ft  Library  of  any  Note  that 
we  read  of  to  have  pertained  to  any  King. 
And  without  doubt  his  Succeffors  followed 
this  Example  of  his,  thd  we  have  no  parti¬ 
cular  Record  for  it.  This  made  Naucrates 
accufe  Homer  as  a  Plagiary,  as  Euftathius

§  3.  BZJT  of  all  the  Libraries  of  the 
./Egyptian  Rings,  that  of  Ptolemy  Phila¬ 
delphia  the  Son  of  Ptolemy  Lagi  was  mojl 
famous ,  and  ought  more  particularly  to  be  ta¬ 
ken  Notice  of.  In  which  he  feems  to  have 
followed  Ariftotle,  who  was  very  curious  in 
colleUing  of  Books ,  and  the  very  firjl,  as  Stra¬ 
bo  tells  (7)  us ,  who  made  any  noble  Colie - 
Elion  of  Books ,  and  took  Care  they  Jhould  be 
placed  in  a  Library  prepared  on  Purpofe  for 
them* 

§4.  WIfICH  Library  of  Ptolemy  con¬ 
tained,  according  to  the  Account  of  Seneca 
40OCOO  according  to  Jofephus  ( j\.) 

200C00  Volumes ,  tho*  his  Librarian  Deme¬ 
trius  told  him  ( 5  J  that  the  Number  (upon 
a  time  he  asked  him  about  that  Particular ) 
would  foon  arife  to  700000.  And  that  it 
did  fo,  we  have  the  Authority  of  Aul.  Gelli- 
us  (6),  Ammianus  Marceilinns  (7),  and  Ifi- 
dorus  5  altho ’  in  Ifldorus  the  Word  S  E  - 
PTUAGINTA  is  to  be  corrected  S  E  - 
PTINGENTA. 

§  5.  NOV/  this  Number  of  Books  in 
Ptolemy’ s  Library  is  a  conjiderable  Argu-

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went  to  prove  that  the  Ancients  did  excel 
the  Moderns  in  Literature ,  notwit  hfanding 
what  Mr.  Wotton  way  Jay  to  the  contrary » 
For  thefe  were  all  without  Doubt  Originals, 
and  mufi  confequently  exceed  any  of  our  Li¬ 
braries,  tho  even  we  had  any  that  contained 
the  fame  Number ,  as  we  have  not.  And  they 
had  born  the  Publick  Teffc  }  whereas  what  is 
now  published  is  moflly  Trafh,  and  it  is  im- 
pojfible  fome  of  them  jhould  not  creep  into 
our  mojl  choice  Libraries  5  not  to  mention 
the  Variety  of  Editions  of  one  particular  Au-> 
thor ,  which  could  not  then  fo  well  happen  by 
Reafon  of  the  want  of  Printing.  This  Po¬ 
rtion  about  the  Degeneration  of  Wits  is  not 
new ,  but  of  great  Standing ,  and  was  always 
accounted  one  Argument  againjl  the  ./Eterni¬ 
ty  of  the  World.  This  Jews  tbe  Younger 
.Plinie  to  have  been  an  Ariftotelian,  he  being 
CO  of  the  contrary  Opinion  5  and  Ariflotle 
being  the  firfi  who  after  Ocellus  Lucanus  af 
ferted  this  /Eternity.  And  the  Stoicks  and 
Epicureans  were  of  the  quite  contrary  Opi¬ 
nion,  and  Lucretius  ufes  ( 2)  the  very  fame 
Words ,  ( in  the  contrary  Senfe )  with 
the  aforefaid  Plinie  againjl  fuch  an  /Eterni-

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§  6.  JN  thefe  more  Eaftern  Soils  were 

planted  and  cultivated  (\)  thofe  mighty 
Growths  of  Aftronomy,  Aftrology,  Ma- 
gick.  Geometry,  Natural  Philofophy  and 
Ancient  Story.  From  thefe  Sources  Orpheus, 
Homer,  Lycurgus,  Pythagoras, Plato  and  o- 
thersofthe  Ancients ,  are  acknowledged  to  have 
drawn  aU  thofe  Depths  of  Knowledge. ^ 
Learning,  which  have  made  them  fo  renowned 
in  all fucceeding  Ages  .And  in  one  Word, nothing 
is  more  agreed  upon ,  than  that  all  the  Learning 
of  the  Greeks  was  derived  originally  from 
./Egypt  or  Phoenicia,  and  fo  primarily  from 
the  Jews. 

h  7.  THV  S  when  Learning  came  to 
flourijh  in  Greece,  the  Dfe  of  Libraries  be¬ 
came  frequent  there  alfo .  This  made  Athe¬ 
ns  us  (2)  c/?#  Laurentius  a  Poly  crates, 
<rPififtratus,  an  Euclid,  <zNicocrates,  an  Eu^ 
ripides,  an  Ariftotle,  all  thefe  being  famous  as 
well  d/Laurentius  himfelfin  colleff  ing  ofBooks . 
Hence  we  hear  of  the  Attalic  or  Pergamene 
Library  built  by  Eumenes  the  Son  of  King 
Attalus  Hence  the  Romans  alfo  took 

Example ,  and  became  ambitious  of  Honour 
that  Way,  though  the  firjl  (f±)  Roman  we 
know  of  that  built  a  Publick -Library  was 
Afinius  Pollio,  which  was  in  his  Atrium  Li-

hertatis,  as  Suetonius  obferves  ^  thd  the  like 
had  been  attemptedbefore  by  Julius  Csefar  (i). 
After  this  we  hear  of  the  Odavian  ( 2),  the 
Palatine  Tiberian  (4J,  Capitoline 
CsX  a,}A-  a  great  many  other  Libraries,  which 
I  Jhatt  not  here  fpecify. 

§8.  AS  Learning  thus  extended  it  felf 
Weft  wards,  Libraries  became  alfo  in  Fafluon 
in  other  Parts.  And  amongjl  the  rejl ,  when 
Britain  became  civilized  by  the  Romans  C 6), 
then  Arts  alfo  flourished  here  :  But  what  Pro- 
grefs  they  made ,  is  a  Point  very  difficult  to 
be  fol ved.  Plowever  it  is  certain  that  even 
before  the  Romans  Time  Learning  had  ap¬ 
peared  in  this  Ifland ,  and  all  the  Liberal 
Arts  were  here  taught.  This  appears  from 
what  Julius  Csefar fays  fy)  of  the  Druids : 
As,  ?  hat  they  difputed  concerning  the  Stars 
and  their  Motion,  the  Magnitude  of  the 
World  and  Earth,  of  the  Force  and  Power 
of  the  Gods 5  which  comprehended  Aftrono- 
my,  Cofmography,  Geometry,  Metaphy- 
ficks,  and  Phyfiology.  That  they  were  the 
Performers  of  Divine  Rites,  and  took  Care 
of  all  Publick  and  Private  Sacrifices.  That 
they  were  the  Interpreters  of  Religion,  and 
were  the  foie  Determiners  of  all  Publick  and 
Private  Controverfies,  and  were  of  Opinion 

that

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that  the  Soul  does  not  perijh ,  thinking  that 
the  ns ojl prevalent  Motive  to  Virtue,  is  to  call 
away  all  Fear  of  Death  .•  This  comprehended 
Ethicks,  Politicks,  Law  and  Divinity.  And 
from  the  fame  Ca’far  it  is  further  to  be  obfer - 
ved,  that  their  manner  of  teaching  very  little 
differed  from  what  is  pra&ifed  in  our  Mo¬ 
dern  Univerfities.  For  from  forreign  Parts, 
efpecially  Gaul,  great  Numbers  of  young  Men 
continually  flocked  into  this  If  and ,  for  the 
Sake  of  Inftru&ion.  And  they  feem  to  have 
had'  all  the  Rights  and  Priviledges  of  an 
Univerfity.  For  they  were  exempted  from  the 
Services  of  War,  and  paid  no  Taxes,  as  the 
reft  of  the  People  did  5  and  when  a  certain 
Number  of  Tears  were  expired,  they  fee/n  to 
have  been  preferred  to  fome  Degrees.  For 
Csefar  farther  obferves  that  they  continued  in 
this  kind  of  Difcipline  XX  Tears,  which 
little  differs  from  the  fpace  now  allotted  for 
Dr.  of  Divinity. 

§  9-  IF  IT  FI  OUT  Doubt  they  received 
thefe  Cuftoms  from  the  Phoenicians,  and 
not  from  the  Greeks,  as  fome  would  have¬ 
ns  believe.  For  the  Phoenicians  were  the 
firft  who  paffed  the  Mediterranean,  and  ac- 
cufomed  themfelves  to  build  great  Ships ,  and 
to  make  long  and  tedious  Voyages.  And  when 
they'  became  thus  to  accuftome  themfelves ,  then 
it  is  that  we  hear  of  Danaus  and  his  great 

Ship  Penteconteros,  or  Fifty  Oars,  in  which

be  came  out  of  iEgypt  into  Greece,  and 
whereof  an  imperfetf  Account  may  be  gathered , 
■from  the  famous  Chronicon  Matmoreum 
novo  remaining  in  the  Theatre  Yard  at  Ox¬ 
ford  (i)  :

That  is  according  to  the  decyphering  of  the 

Learned  Editors.* 

Since  the  Ship  fayled  from  JEgypt  into 
Greece,  and  was  called  Penteconteros, 
and  the  Daughters  of  Danaus  Amy- 
mone,  and  B  . . . . .  .  and  Helice,  and 
Archedice  being  chofen  from  the  reji 
built  a  Temple ,  and  facrificed  upon  the 
Shoar  f  in  Para-adi"]  in  Lindus  a  City 
of  Rhodes,  MCCXLVII.  Tears,  Eri- 
tthonius  being  King  of  Athens : 

Which  was  according  to  Lydiat’j  Computa¬ 
tion,  MDXXXIX.  before  Chrift.  And  that 
the  Phoenicians  frequently  failed  hither  for 
ourTm,  is  a  Matter  delivered  by  the  Anci¬ 
ents  (2),  and  hath  been  fufficiently  proved  by 

thofe  who  have  written  of  our  Antiquities.

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§IO.  HOWEVER,  notwit  hflanding 
Learning  was  fa  early  in  Britain,  yet  the  Druids 
feem  to  have  had  no  occa(ion  for  Libraries  be- 
caufe  their  Doftrines,  as  Cifar  obfervesfi ) 
were  not  committed  to  Writing.  And  therefore 
to  flay  any  longer  upon  them  would  be  to  little 
purpofe ,  And  to  as  little  would  it  be  to  give  a 
tedious  Account  of  the  Univerfity  founded  by 
King  Blaldud,  as  GeofFery  of  Monmouth 
hath  feigned  (2),  at  Stanford  in  Lincoln- 

rnire,  and  of  which  John  Harding  writes

V  II-  /  foa/l  therefore  make  a  large  Step , 
defend  down  as  low  as  the  time  of  Kino 
A'frcd,  who  rejlored  t  he  niverjity  of  Oxford 
after  it  had  been  dejiroyed  in  the  Saxon  and 
Danifh  Broyles  5  alt  ho  the  Cantabrigians 
will  have  it,  that  he  was  the  firft  Founder 
notwithstanding  what  our  two  Celebrated  An¬ 
tiquaries,

of  King  Alfred)  where  hefpeaks  of  the  differ¬ 
ence  between  the  old  Scholars  and  *  the  new, 
and  of  the  Foundation  of  5V.  Peter  s  Church 
in  theEaft,  which  was  AnnoChrifti,  DCCC- 
LXXXVI.  Tet  granting  Alfred  were  the  firft 
Founder,  I  do  not  fee  what  Benefit  the  Canta¬ 
brigians  wiU  reap  by  it  $  fince  their  Univer¬ 
sity*  began  fever allCears  after  this  time ,  name¬ 
ly 9  Anno  Chrifti,  MCIX.  which  was  the  xth 
of  Henry  I.  as  is  plain  front  Peter  BlefTenfis 
(2)  the  Continuer  of  Ingulphus  5  unlefs  we 
wiU  rely  upon  what  their  Antiquary  Caius  af~ 
Jerts  front  fabulous  Accounts ,  and  will  go  as 
far  as  U  top’ll  for  Argument  s  \  which  if  we  do, 
we  fhall  have  even  then  more  Teftimonies  for 
the  or  eater  Antiquity  of  Oxford  Univerfity. 

§>I2.  KING  Alfred  was  not  only  careful 
about  the  refloring  of  Learning  at  Oxon  ,  and 
inflituting  Profeffors,  but  he  alfo  took  care 
about  places  for  Books,  and,  as  may  be  learned 
from  theHijlory  and  Antiquities  of  that  U  m- 
verfity,  there  were  divers  Libraries  for  this, 
end.  But  we  do  not  hear  of  any  conftderable

MD.  and  at  Oxon  in  MDXCIX.  in  Quarto, 
and  fince  in  Octavo.  Ancl  after  him  in  the 
Tear  MCCCXX.  Thomas  Cobham  Bifop  of 
Worcefter  built  another  over  (f  3  J  the  old  Con- 
gregation-Houfe  in  the  North  Coemitery  of 
St.  Mary5/.  And  after  him  Humphry  Duke 
of  Glocefter  built  another  of  greater  Note 
over  the  Divinity-School,  which  began  to 
be  of  great  Name  about  the  Tear  MCCCC- 
XXXIX.  This  continued  till  the  latter  end  of 
Elizabeth,  when  coming  to  ruin ,  to  the 
great  prejudice  of  Learning,  Sir  Tho.  Bodley 
( who  is  defervedly  filed  a  fecond  Ptolemy) 
began  to  ref  ore  it  in  theTear  MDXCVII.  and 
finifed  it  in  theTear  MDXCIX.  which  he  Jo 
nobly  endowed  with  Books  and  Revenues,  and 
adorned  with  other  Buildings ,  that  it  is  now

mous  Libraries  in  the  World  3  and,  if  we  may 
credit  the  Accounts  which  Travellers  give  us, 
exceeds  even  the  Vatican  at  Rome.  The  Hi- 
ftory  of  it  the  Oxon  Antiquary  has  given  at 
large  3  fo  that  I  fa//  only  remark ,  That  King 
James  I.  in  the  Tear  MDCV.  (t)  when  he 
came  to  that  Univerfity,  and  among  other 
./Edifices,  went  to  view  this  famous  Library , 
in  imitation  of  Alexander,  at  his  Departure , 
did  break  out  into  that  noble  Speech  5  If  I  were 
not  a  King,  I  would  be  an  Univerfity-Man  5 
j  and  if  it  were  fo  that  I  mud  be  a  Prifoner,  if 
/  I  might  have  my  Wi(h,  I  would  defire  to 
have  no  other  Prifon  than  that  Library,  and 
to  be  chained  together  with  fo  many  good 
Authors,  &c.  Thofe  that  have  feen  the  Cata¬ 
logue  of  printed  Books  in  this  Library,  which 
was  fome  Tears  fincc  publijhed  by  Dr.  Hyde, 
the  Chief  Keeper  then  of  it,  will  eajily  grant 
what  I  fay  3  and  much  more  when  they  fee  the 
Appendix  to  that  Catalogue,  now  ready  for 
the  Prefs, which  will  make  at  leaf  as  big  a  Vo¬ 
lume  as  Dr.  Hydeb.  And  as  one  may  fafely 
fay  it  excells  in  printed  Books,  both  for  num¬ 
ber  and  value,  fo  alfo  does  it  in  Manufcripts , 
all  others  3  as  is  likewife  plain  from  the  Cata¬ 
logue  lately  printed  of  them.  For  as  for  the 
Vatican,  if  it  has  the  fame  Number,  yet  they

cannot  be  fo  valuable ,  fence  they  (l)  imploy 
Perfons  on  purpofe  to  forge  old  Hands,  and  fo 
to  tranfcribe  the  Fathers,  and  to  put  in  and 
out,  what  they  find  will  make  againfe  their  Re¬ 
ligion.  But  ^eTreafures  of  this  Library  will 
more  clearly  appear,  when  an  Appendix  like- 
wife  to  the  faid  Catalogue  of  Manufcripts 
C which  is  in  fever al  places  very  imperfect) 
fhaU  be  publijhed ,  which  may  be  in  fome  time ; 
and  from  the  Catalogue  of  Coyns  in  the  Ar¬ 
chives  belonging  to  the  Library,  which  is 
now  ready  for  the  Prefs,  and  concerning  which 
an  Advertifement  was  lately  printed. 

§  13.  IT  was  for  the  fake  of  this  Noble  Li¬ 
brary,  that  lately  in  my  Searches  in  it,  fend¬ 
ing  Sir  Tho.  Bodley’/  Life,  the  fir  ft  Draught 
of  its  Statutes,  and  a  Collection  of  Letters  to 
Dr.  James  (firfl  Keeper  of  it)  &c.  all  writ¬ 
ten  by  Sir  Tho.  Bodley’/  own  Hand,  I  im¬ 
mediately  took  a  Tranfcript  of  them,  and  fent 
them  to  the  Prefs  ;  that  others  imitating  Sir 
Thomas’/  Zeal  and  Induflry  for  the  good  of 
Learning,  might  become  Benefa&ors  t hem- 
fives  to  fuck  a  noble  Repofitory.  They  can¬ 
not  do  it  at  a  better  time  than  now$  fence  the 
Adfc  of  Parliament  jfor  fending  Copies  of  Books 
printed  by  the  London  Bookfellers  is  expir¬ 
ed,  and  there  are  divers  wanting  for 
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cils  and  Fathers  by  the  Church  of  Rome,  in  the  Preface, 
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Tears  pafi.  For  which  Reafon  it  were  to  he 
wifioed ,  that  this  were  taken  into  C 07} ji derati¬ 


on  again  by  the  Parliament,  and  the  Aft  re¬ 
newed. 

§  14.  THE  Life  of  Sir  Thomas,  it  is 
true ,  was  printed  fome  Tears  ago,  and  the  two 
Letters  written  to  Sir  F ran.  Bacon,  not  long 
fince ,  at  the  end  of  the  Colleftion  of  Letters 
of  Archbilhop  Z jfioer  :  But  the  Copies  of  the 
former  being  all  difperfed,  and  the  latter  con¬ 
taining  in  them  Things  of  more  than  ordinary 
Moment ,  it  was  thought  fit  to  reprint  them. 

§  15.  /  need  not  make  any  Apology  for  the 
Style ,  ejpe dally  if  we  confider  in  what  time 
he  writ ,  and  that  ’tis  his  own  5  And  no  one 
ought  to  call  that  in  Quefiion,  which  was  the 
Draught  of  fo  Great  and  Accurate  a  Man. 

§  1 6.  As  for  my  own  V art,  I  neither  defire 
nordefign  any  other  Interefi  by  Publifinng  thefe 
Papers  than  the  Publick  Benefit,  in  let¬ 
ting  the  World  fee  with  what  indefatigable  In- 
duflry  and  Labour  this  learned  Perfon  profe-

THE  1 

LIFE  of  Sir  Thomas  Bodley s 

Written  by  himfelf. 

J  Was  born  at  Exeter  in  Devor/hire.iht 
2d  of  March,  in  the  Year  15443  de¬ 
fended,  both  by  Father  and  Mother, 
of  Worfhipful  Parentage.  By  my  Fa¬ 
ther's  fide,  from  an  ancient  Family  of 
Bodley,  or  Bodleigh ,  of  T)unfcombe  by  Cre¬ 
ditor  3  and  by  my  Mother  from RobertEone 
°f  Offer ey  Saint  Mary,  nine  Miles  from 
Exeter,  My  Father  in  the  time  of  Queen 
Mary,  being  noted  and  known  to  be  an 
Enemy  to  Popery,  was  fo  cruelly  threat- 
ned,  and  lo  narrowly  obferved  by  thofe 

^  that  • 
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that  maliced  his  Religion,  that  for  the 
Safeguard  of  himfelf,and  my  Mother.who 
was  wholly  affected  as  my  Father,  he 
knew  no  way  fo  fecure,  as  to  fly  intoGer- 
many :  M^here  after  a  while,  he  .fount, 
means  to  call  over  my  Mother,  with  all 
feis  Children  and  Family  5  whom  he  fet¬ 
tled  for  a  time  at  Wefel  in  Cleveland :  (For 
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utlce,  atm  with  Quietnefs  enjoyed  their 
Meetings,  and  Preachings )  and  from 
thence  we  removed  to  theTown  of  Franck - 
fid.  where  was  in  like  fort  another  En- 
'olifh  Congregation.  Howbeit  we  made 
no  long  tarriance  in  either  of  thofe  two 
Towns,  for  that  my  Father  had  refolved 
to  fix  his  Abode  in  the  City  of  Geneva  : 
Where,  (  as  far  as  I  remember )  the  tn- 
alifh  Church  confided  of  fome  hundred 
Perfons.  I  was  at  that  time  of  1 2  Years 
of  Agei  but  through  my  Fatner  s  Colt 
and  Care,  fufficiently  infirufted  to  become 
an  Auditor  of  Chevalerius  in  Hebrew ,  of 
Beroaldus  in  Greek,  of  Calvin  and Bez am 
Divinity,  and  of  fome  other  Profeflors  in 
thatUniverfity  5  (which  was  ntwdy  then 
erefted  )  befides  my  domefheal  Teachers, 
in  the  Houfe  of  Philibertns  Saracenus  a  fa¬ 
mous  Phyfician  in  thatCity,with  whom  I 

was  boarded :  where  Robertm  t  on jt  ant  inns 
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that  made  the  Greek  Lexicon,  read  Homer 
unto  me.  Thus  I  remained  there  two 
Years  and  more,  until  fiich  time  as  our 
Nation  was  advertifed  of  the  Death  of 
Queen  Mary,  and  Succeffion  of  Elizabeth , 
with  the  Change  of  Religion  5  which  cau- 
fed  my  Father  to  haften  into  England  t 
Where  he  came  with  my  Mother,  and 
with  all  their  Family,  within  the  firfl:  of 
the  Qtteen,  and  fettled  their  Dwelling  in 
the  City  of  London.  It  was  not  long  af¬ 
ter,  that  I  was  fent  away  from  thence  to 
the  Univerfity  of  Oxon,  recommended  to 
the  Teaching  and  T  uition  of  Dr.  Hum¬ 
phrey,  who  was  fhortly  after  chofen  the 
chief  Reader  in  Divinity,  and  Prefident 
of  Magdalen-College  There  I  followed 
my  Studies,  till  I  took  the  Degree  of  Bat- 
chelor  of  Arts,  which  was  in  the  Year 
1 563.  within  which  Year  I  was  alfo  chofen 
Probationer  of  Merton- College,  and  the 
next  Year  enfuing  admitted  Fellow.  Af¬ 
terwards,  to  wit,  in  the  Year  1565,  by 
fpecial  Perfwafion  of  fbme  of  my  Fellows, 
and  for  my  private  Exercife,  I  undertook 
the  publick  reading  of  a  Greek  Lecture,  in 
the  fame  College-Hall,  without  requiring, 
or  expe&ing  any  Stipend  for  it.  Never- 
thelefs,  it  pleafed  the  Fellowfnip,of  their 
own  Accord,  to  allow  me  feon  after  four 
Marks  by  the  Year,  and  ever  fince  to  con- 
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tinue  that  Le&ure  to  the  College.  In  the 
Year  of  our  Lord  1566,  I  proceeded  Ma¬ 
iler  of  Arts,  and  read  for  that  Year  in  the 
School-Streets ,  Natural  Philofophy  :  Af¬ 
ter  which  time,  within  lefs  than  three 
Years  fpace,  I  was  won  by  intreaty  of  my 
bell  affedted  Friends,  to  Hand  for  the 
Prodtorfhip,  to  which  land  my  Collegue 
Mr.  Bearblock  of  Exeter-Collegc  were  qui¬ 
etly  Eledted  in  the  Year  1569,  without 
any  Competition,  or  Counterfuit  of  any  o- 
ther.  After  this  for  a  longtime,  I  fupplied 
the  Place  of  the  Univerfity-Orator,  and 
bellowed  my  time  in  the  Study  of  fundry 
Faculties,  without  any  Inclination  to  pro- 
fefs  any  one  above  the  reft ;  infomuch  as 
at  laft,  I  waxed  defirous  to  Travel  be¬ 
yond  the  Seas,  for  attaining  to  the  Know¬ 
ledge  of  fome  fpecial  Modern  Tongues, 
and  for  the  Increafe  of  my  Experience  in 
the  managing  of  Affairs:  being  wholly 
then  addifted  to  employ  my  felf,  and  all 
my  Cares,  in  the  publick  Service  of  the 
State.  My  Refolution  fully  taken,  I  de¬ 
parted  out  of  England,  Anno  15 76,  and 
continued  very  near  four  Years  abroad  : 
and  that  in  fundry  Parts  of  Italy ,  France 
and  Germany.  A  good  while  after  my 
return,  to  wit,  in  the  dear  1585,  I  was 
employed  by  the  Sj/een,  to  Frederick ,  Fa¬ 
ther  to  the  prefent  King  of  Denmark ,  to 
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Julius  Duke  of  Brunfmck ,  to  William 
Landgrave  of  Hcffe,  and  other  German 
Princes.  The  effect  of  my  Meffage  was, 
to  draw  them  to  joyn  their  Forces  with 
hers,  for  giving  Affiftance  to  the  King  of 
Navarre ,  now  Henry  the  IV  th  of  France. 
My  next  Imployment  was  to  Henry  the 
Third,  at  fuch  time  as  he  was  forced  by 
the  Duke  of  Guife  to  fly  out  of  Paris  : 
Which  I  performed  in  fuch  fort  as  I  had 
in  Charge,  with  extroardinary  Secrecy, 
not  being  accompanied  with  any  one  Ser¬ 
vant,  C for  fo  I  was  commanded)  nor 
with  any  other  Letters,  than  fuch  as  were 
written  with  the  Queen  s  own  Hand  to 
the  King,  andfome  fele&ed  Perfons  about 
Him.  The  effeCt  of  that  Meffage  it  is  fie 
I  fhould  conceal,  but  it  tended  greatly  to 
the  Advantage,  not  only  of  the  King, 
but  of  all  the  Proteflants  in  France,  and 
to  the  Duke’s  apparent  overthrow  5  which 
alfo  followed  foon  upon  it.  It  fo  befel 
after  this,  in  the  Year  Eighty  Eight,  that 
for  the  better  Conduct  of  her  Highmfs’s 
Affairs  in  the  Provinces  United ,  I  was 
thought  a  fit  Perfon  to  refide  in  thofe 
Parts,  and  was  fent  thereupon  to  the  Hague 
in  FJolland  ^  where  according  to  the  Con¬ 
tract  that  had  formerly  pad  between  her 
Highnefs  and  the  States ,  I  was  admitted 
for  one  of  their  Counfel  of  State,  fnke- 
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ing  Place  in  their  Affemblies  next  to  Count 
Maurice ,  and  yielding  my  Suffrage  in  all 
that  was  propofed :  During  all  that  time, 
what  Approbation  was  given  of  my  pain¬ 
ful  Endeavours  by  the  g>ueen,LoTds  in  En¬ 
gland,  by  the  States  of  the  Country  there, 
and  by  all  the  Engli[h  Soldiery,  I  refer 
it  to  be  notified  by  fome  other’s  Relation  $ 
Sith  it  was  not  unknown  to  any  of  any  Cal¬ 
ling,  that  then  were  acquainted  with  the 
Stateof  that  Government.  For  at  my  firfl 
coming  thither,  the  People  of  that  Coun¬ 
try  flood  in  dangerous  Terms  of  difcon- 
tentment}  partly  for  fome  Courfes  that 
were  held  in  England ,  asthey  thought  to 
their  fingular  Prejudice,  but  mod:  of  all  in 
refpe&of  the  infolent  Demeanour  of  fome 
of  her  ELighnefs' s  Minifters,  which  only 
reflected  their  private  Emolument  3  little 
weighing  in  their  Dealing,what  the  Queen 
had  contracted  with  the  States  of  the 
Country :  Whereupon  was  conceived  a 
mighty  Fear  on  every  fide,  that  both  a 
prefent  Di  ffolution  of  the  Covenant  would 
enfue,  and  down  a  right-Breach  of  Amity, 
between  us  and  them.  Now  what  means 
I  fet  afoot  for  redrefs  of  thefe  Perils,  and 
by  what  Degrees  the  ftate  of  things  was 
reduced  into  order,it  would  require  a  long 
Treatifeto  report  itexaffly.But  this  I  may 
aver  with  Modcfh”  and  Truth,  and  the 

Country 
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Country  did  always  acknowledge  it  with 
Gratitude,  that  had  I  not  of  my  felf,  with¬ 
out  any  Dire&ion  from  my  Superiours, 
proceeded  in  my  Charge  with  extreme 
Circumfpe&ion,  as  well  in  all  my  Speeches 
and  Propofals  to  the  States ,  as  in  the  Te- 
nour  of  my  Letters,  that  I  writ  into  En¬ 
gland,  fome  fudden  Alarm  had  been  gi¬ 
ven,  to  the  utter  Subverfion,  and  Ruin 
of  the  State  of  thofe  Provinces  :  Which 
in  procefs  of  time,muft  needs  have  wrought 
in  all  Probability,  the  felf  fame  effect  in 
the  State  of  this  Realm.  Of  this  my  Di¬ 
ligence  and  Care  in  the  managing  of  my 
Bufinefs,  there  was,  as  I  have  fignified, 
very  fpecial  Notice  taken  by  the  Qiteen, 
and  State  at  Home,  for  which  I  received 
from  her  Ma jelly,  many  comfortable  Let¬ 
ters  of  her  gracious  Acceptance :  As  with- 
all  from  that  time  forward,  I  did  never  al- 
moft  receive  any  Sett  Inftru&ions,  how  to 
govern  myProceedings  in  herMajefly’s  Oc- 
cafions :  but  the  Carriage  in  a  manner  of 
all  her  Affairs,  was  left  to  me  and  my 
Difcretion.  Through  this  my  long  Ab- 
fence  out  of  England,  which  wanted  very 
little  of  five  whole  Years,  my  private  Ef- 
tate  did  greatly  require  my  fpeedy  Return; 
which  when  I  had  obtained  by  Intercef- 
fion  of  Friends,  and  a  tedious  Suit,  I 
could  enjoy  but  a  while,  being  Ihortly  af- 
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ter  enjoyned  to  repair  to  the  Hague  again. 
Neverthelefs,upon  a  certain  occafion  to  de¬ 
liver  unto  her  fome  fecret  Overtures,  and 
of  performing  thereupon  an  extroardinary 
Service,  I  came  again  Home,  within  lefs 
than  a  twelve  Month  5  and  I  was  no  foon- 
er  come,  but  her  Highnefs  embracing  the 
Fruit  of  my  Difcoveries,  I  was  presently 
commanded  to  return  to  the  States ,  with 
Charge  to  purfue  thofe  Affairs  to  Perfor¬ 
mance,  which  I  had  fecretly  propofed  5 
and  according  to  the  Projett  which  I  had 
conceived  and  imparted  unto  her,  all 
things  were  concluded,  and  brought  to 
that  Iffue,  that  was  inflantly  defired  : 
Whereupon  I  procured  my  laftRevocation. 
Now  here  I  cannot  chufe,  in  making  Re¬ 
port  of  the  principal  Accidents,  that  have 
befallen  unto  me  in  the  Courfe  of  my  Life, 
but  record  among  the  reft,  that  from  the 
very  firft  day,!  had  no  man  more  toFriend, 
among  the  Lords  of  the  Council ,  than 
was  the  Lord  Treafurer  Burleigh  5  for 
when  occafion  had  been  offered  of  de¬ 
claring  his  Conceit,  as  touching  my  Ser¬ 
vice,  he  would  always  tell  the  gjieen, 
(  which  I  received  from  her  felf,  and 
fome  other  Ear-Witneffes  )  that  there 
was  not  any  Man  in  England ,  fo  meet  as 
my  felf,  to  undergo  the  Office  of  the  Se¬ 
cretary  :  And  fince,  his  Son  the  prefent 
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Lord  Treafurer  hath  fignified  unto  me  in 
private  Conference,  that  when  his  Father 
firft  intended  to  advance  him  to  that  Place, 
his  purpofe  was  withal  to  make  me  his 
Collegue.  But  the  Cafe  flood  thus  in 
my  behalf :  Before  fuch  time  as  I  retur¬ 
ned  from  the  Provinces  United ,  which  was 
in  the  Year  1597,  and  likewife  after 
my  return,  The  Earl  of  Ejfex  did  life  me 
fo  kindly  both  by  Letters  and  MelTages, 
and  other  great  Tokens  of  his  inward  Fa¬ 
vour  to  me,  that  although  I  had  no  mean¬ 
ing,  but  to  fettle  in  my  Mind  my  chiefeft: 
Dependance  upon  the  Lord  Burleigh ,  as 
one  that  I  reputed  to  be  both  the  beft  able, 
and  therewithal  the  moft  willing  to  work 
my  Advancement  with  the  Sateen  $  Yet  ! 
know  not  how  the  Earl,  who  fought  by 
all  Devices  to  divert  her  Love  and  Liking 
both  from  the  Father  and  the  Son,  (  but 
from  the  Son  in  fpecial )  to  withdraw  my 
Affe&ionfrom  the  One,  and  the  Other, 
and  to  win  me  altogether  to  depend  upon 
himfelf,  did  fo  often  takeoccafion  to  enters 
tain  the  £>uecn,\vith  fome  prodigal  Speech¬ 
es  of  my  Sufficiency  for  a  Secretary,  which 
were  ever  accompanied  with  Words  of 
Difgrace  againft  the  prefeut  Lord  Trea¬ 
furer,  as  neither  She  her  felf,  (  of  whofe 
Favour  before  I  was  thoroughly  a ffu red  ) 
took  any  great  Plea fu re  to  prefer  me  the 
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fooner  5  (for  fhe  hated  his  Ambition,  and 
would  give  little  Countenance  to  any  of 
his  Followers  )  and  both  the  Lord  Bur¬ 
leigh,  and  his  Son  waxed  jealous  of  my 
Courfes,  as  if  underhand  1  had  been  in¬ 
duced  by  the  Cunning  and  Kindnefs  of 
the  Earl  of  Effex ,  to  oppofe  my  felf  a- 
gainft  their  Dealings.  And  though  in 
very  Truth,  they  had  no  folid  Ground  at 
all,  of  the  leaft  Alteration  in  my  Difpo- 
fition  towards  either  of  them  both  ( for 
I  did  greatly  refpedfc  their  Perfons  and 
Places, with  a  fettled  R.efolution  to  do  them 
any  Service,  as  alfo  in  my  Heart  I  detefted 
to  be  of  any  Faftion  whatfoever)  yet  the 
now  Lord  Treafurer,  upon  occafion  of 
fometalk,  that  I  have  fince  had  with  him, 
of  the  Earl  and  his  Actions,  hath  freely 
confeffed  of  his  own  accord  to  me,that  his 
daily  Provocations  were  fo  bitter  and  {harp 
againft  him,  and  his  Comparifons  fo  odi¬ 
ous,  when  he  put  us  in  a  Ballance,  as  he 
thought  thereupon,  he  had  very  great 
reafon  to  ufe  his  beft  means,  to  put  any 
Man  out  of  Love  of  railing  his  Fortune, 
whom  the  Earl  with  fuch  Violence,to  his 
extreme  Prejudice,  had  endeavoured  to 
dignifie.  And  this,  as  he  affirmed,  was 
all  the  Motive  he  had,  to  fet  himfelf  a- 
gainft  me,  in  whatfoever  might  redound 
to  the  bettering  of  my  State,  or  encreaf- 
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ing  my  Credit,  and  countenance  with  the 
Queen  :  When  I  had  throughly  now  be¬ 
thought  me  firft  in  the  Earl,  of  the  /len¬ 
der  Hold-faft  he  had  in  the  Queen  ;  of  an 
endlefs  Oppofition  of  the  chiefeft  of  our 
Statefmen,  like  ftill  to  wait  upon  him  ;  of 
his  perilous,  and  feeble,  and  uncertain 
Advice,  as  well  in  his  own,  as  in  all  the 
Caufes  of  his  Friends  3  and  when  more¬ 
over,  for  my  felf  I  had  fully  confidered, 
how  very  untowardly  thefe  two  Coun- 
fellors  were  affetted  unto  me,  (upon  whom 
before  in  Cogitation  I  had  framed  all  the 
Fabrick  of  my  Future  Profperity  )  how 
ill  it  did  concur  with  my  natural  Difpo- 
lition,  to  become,  or  to  be  counted  either 
a  Stickler  or  Partaker  in  any  publick  Fa¬ 
ction  3  how  well  I  was  able  by  God’s 
good  Bleffing  to  live  of  my  felf.  If  I 
could  be  content  with  a  competent  Live¬ 
lihood;  howfhort  a  time  of  farther  Life, 
I  was  then  to  expeft  by  the  common 
Courfe  of  Nature ;  when  I  had,  I  fay,  in 
this  manner  represented  to  my  Thoughts 
my  particular  Eftate,  together  with  the 
Earl’s ;  I  refolved  thereupon  to  poffefs 
my  Soul  in  Peace,  all  the  Refidue  of  my 
Days  ;  to  take  my  full  farewell  of  State- 
Imployments;  to  fatisfie  my  Mind  with 
that  Mediocrity  of  worldly  living,  that 
I  had  of  mine  own  3  and  fo  to  retire  me 
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from  the  Court,  which  was  the  Epilogue, 
and  End  of  all  my  Actions,  and  Endea¬ 
vours  of  any  important  Note ,  till  I 
came  to  the  Age  of  Sixty  Three.  Now 
although  after  this ,  by  her  Majefty’s 
Directions,  I  was  often  called  to  the 
Court,  by  the  now  Lord  Treafurer,  then 
Secretary,  and  required  by  him,  as  alfo 
divers  times  fince,  by  order  from  the  King, 
to  ferve  as  Ambaffador  in  France ,  to  go 
a  Commiflioner  from  his  Highnefs ,  for 
concluding  the  Truce  between  Spain  and 
the  Provinces,  and  to  negotiate  in  other 
very  honourable  Imployments,  yet  I 
would  not  be  removed  from  my  former 
final  Refolution  5  infomuch  as  at  length 
to  reduce  me  the  fooner  to  return  to  the 
Court,  I  had  an  offer  made  me  by  the  pre- 
fentLord  Treafurer  (for  in  procefs  of  time 
he  faw,  as  he  himfelf  was  pleafed  to  tell 
me  more  than  once^  that  all  my  dealing 
was  upright,  fair,  and  direCt )  that  in 
cafe  I  my  felf  were  willing  unto  it,  he 
would  make  me  his  Affociate  in  the  Se¬ 
cretary’s  Office  :  And  to  the  Intent 
I  might  believe  that  he  intended  it  bona 
fide,  he  would  get  me  out  of  hand  to 
be  fworn  of  the  Council.  And  for  the 
better  enabling  of  my  State,  to  maintain 
fuch  a  Dignity,  whatfoever  I  would  ask, 
that  might  be  fit  for  him  to  deal  in,  and 

for 
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for  me  to  enjoy,  he  would  prefently  fol- 
licite  the  King  to  give  it  Paffage.  All 
which  Perfwafions  notwithftanding,  al¬ 
beit  I  was  often  alfaulted  by  him,  in  re¬ 
gard  of  my  Years,  and  for  that  I  felt  my 
felffubjeft  to  many  Indifpofitions,  befides 
fome  other  private  Reafons,  which  I  re- 
ferve  unto  my  felf,  I  have  continued  ftill 
at  home,  my  retired  courfe  of  Life,  which 
is  now  methinks  to  me,  as  the  greateft 
Preferment  that  the  State  can  afford.  On¬ 
ly  this,  I  muft  truly  confefs  of  my  felf, 
that  though  I  did  never  yet  repent  me  of 
tho fe,  and  fome  other  my  often  refufals 
of  Honourable  Offers,  in  refpett  of  en¬ 
riching  my  private  Eftate  $  yet  fomewhat 
more  of  late,  I  have  blamed  my  felf  and 
my  Nicety  that  way,  for  the  love  that  I 
bear  to  my  Reverend  Mother  the  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Oxon ,  and  to  the  Advancement  of 
her  Good,  by  fuch  kind  of  means,  as  I 
have  fince  undertaken.  For  thus  I  fell  to 
difcourfe,  and  debate  in  my  Mind,  That 
altho’  I  might  find  it  fitteft  for  me,  to 
keep  out  of  the  Throng  of  Court  Conten¬ 
tions,  andaddrefs  my  Thoughts  and  Deeds 
to  fuch  Ends  altogether,  as  I  my  felf  could 
belt  affeCt  5  yet  withal  I  was  to  think,  that 
my  Duty  towards  God,  the  Expectation 
of  the  World,  and  my  natural  Inclina¬ 
tion,  and  very  Morality  did  require,  that 
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I  {liquid  not  wholly  fo  hide  thole  little 
Abilities  that  I  had,  but  that  in  fbme 
meafure,  in  one  kind  or  other,  I  fliould  do 
the  true  part  of  a  profitable  Member  of 
the  State  5  whereupon  examining  exactly 
lor  the  reft  of  my  Life,  what  courfe  I 
might  take,  and  having  fought  ( as  I 
thought)  all  the  ways  to  the  Wood,  to 
feleft  the  mod  proper,  I  concluded  at  the 
laft,  to  fet  up  my  Staff  at  the  Library- 
Door  in  Oxon  5  being  thoroughly  perfwa- 
ded,  that  in  my  Solitude,  and  Surceafe 
from  the  Common- Wealth  Affairs,  I  could 
not  bufy  my  felf  to  better  purpofe,  than 
by  reducing  that  Place  (  which  then  in 
every  Part  lay  ruined  and  waft  )  to  the 
publick  ufe  of  Students.  For  the  effecting 
whereof,  I  found  my  felf  furnifhed  in  a 
competent  Proportion,  of  fuch  four  kinds 
of  Aids,  as  unlefs  I  had  them  all,  there 
was  no  hope  of  good  Succefs  .*  For  with¬ 
out  fome  kind  of  Knowledge,  as  well  in 
the  Learned  and  Modern  Tongues,  as  in 
fundry  other  forts  of  fcholaftical  Litera¬ 
ture,  without  fome  Purfe-ability  to  go 
through  with  the  Charge,  without  great 
{tore  of  Honourable  Friends,  to  further 
fheDefign,  and  without  fpecial  goodlei- 
fure  to  follow  fuch  a  Work,  it  could  but 
have  proved  a  vain  Attempt  and  inconfi- 
derate.  But  how  well  I  have  fped  in  all 

my 
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my  Endeavours,  and  how  full  Provifion 
I  have  made  for  the  Benefit  and  Eafe  of 
all  frequenters  of  the  Library ,  that  which 
I  have  already  performed  in  Sight,  that 
which  befides  I  have  given  for  the  Main¬ 
tenance  of  it,  and  that  which  hereafter 
I  purpofe  to  add,  by  way  of  Enlargement 
of  that  Place,  (for  the  Projed  is  caft,  and 
whether  I  live  or  die,  it  (hall  be,  God 
willing,  put  in  full  Execution  )  will  tef- 
tify  fo  truly  and  abundantly  for  me,  as 
I  need  not  be  the  Publisher  of  the 
Dignity  and  Worth  of  mine  own  Infti- 
tution.

‘Orafmuch  as  Experience  hath  made 
it  apparent  in  the  courfe  of  Men’s 
Aftions,  that  no  publick  Inftitution 
nor  Foundation  whatfoever,  wherein  a 
Multitude  hath  Intereft,  and  where  Con¬ 
tinuance  is  required,  can  produce  thofe 
good  Effects,  for  which  the  fame  was  firft 
intended,  except  the  diffolute  Demea¬ 
nours  of  ill  affefted  Perfons  be  judicioully 
reftrained,  by  force  of  Statutes  and  Pro¬ 
vides  to  encounter  their  Diforders  5  it  is 
thought  in  that  regard  a  moft  neceffary 
Care,  to  prevent  by  all  good  means,  what 
hereafter  may  befal  to  the  abufing,  im¬ 
pairing or  perhaps  (  which  God  forbid) 
to  the  utter  fubverting  of  our  Store  of 
Books  5  which  may  undoubtedly  prove 
in  tratt  of  time,  (  if  God  of  his  Good- 
nefslhal!,  accordingto  the  projeft,  profper 
our  Proceedings  )  the  moft  abfolute  and 

fufficient 
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Sufficient,  for  the  Advancement  of  Learn¬ 
ing,  that  hath  been  hitherto  renowned, 
by  any  extant  Record,  in  any  Part  of  Eu¬ 
rope:  We  therefore  the  Chancellor,  Vice- 
Chancellor, and  Dottors, together  with  the 
Proftors,  and  Matters,  Regents,  and  non- 
Regents  of  the  Great  Convocation  of  the 
Univerfity  of  Oxon,  upon  often  Confu¬ 
tation  and  Conference  had  with  Sir.  Tho. 
Bodley ,  &c.  Do  Ordain  and  Decree  with 
a  Solemn  Concurrence  of  all  our  Voi¬ 
ces,  and  Confents,  that  according  to  the 
Trufl:  which  he  hath  fepofed  in  our  care¬ 
ful  Government  of  the  Library,  and  in 
our  frugal  Difpofition  of  the  Profits  of 
that  Land,  which  he  hath  given  and  af- 
figned  to  the  Maintenance  thereof,  thefe 
our  Orders,  A&s,  and  Conftitutions,  Shall 
be  by  all  Sorts  of  Students,  to  whom  they 
may  appertain,  moll  Refigioufly  kept  and 
obferved  for  ever.

not  encumbred  with  Marriage,  nor  with  a

For  it  cannot  ftand  with 
Piety,  that  fuch  a  Charge  fhould  admit 
the  continual  Society  of  other  publick  Im- 
ployments  5  and  Marriage  is  too  full  of 
Domeftical  Impeachments,  to  afford  him 
fo  much  time  from  his  private  Affairs,  as 
almofl  every  Day’s  neceflity  of  his  private 
Prefence  will  require. 

The  Courfe  that  muft  be  held,in  the  E- 
leftion  and  Admiffion  of  a  Keeper  to  his 
Office,  and  the  manner  of  delivering  the 
Library-Keys  into  his  Hands,  fhall  be  al¬ 
ways  like  to  that,  which  is  yearly  put  in 
Practice  in  the  Choice  of  the  Pro&ors. 
But  before  the  Electors  be  admitted  to 
come  to  give  their  Voices,  they  fhall  all

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It  is  further  underftood, that  the  Library 
Keeper  (hall  never  be  enforced  to  relin- 
quifh  his  Office,  but  with  his  own  free  Af- 
fent  and  good-liking}  unlefs  upon  Defert, 
for  fonie  heinous  Offence,  or  apparent 
Infufficiency,  hefhall  be  adjudged  unwor¬ 
thy  to  be  continued, in  his  Charge.  And 
then  in  that  Cafe,  or  by  whatsoever  means 
his  Place  becometh  void,  be  it  by  his 
Death,  or  Refignation,  or  ether  incident 
Occafion,  the  Vice-Chancellor  or  his  De¬ 
puty,  within  three  Days  next  enfuing, 
ihall  give  Orders  for  the  Summons  of  a  fo- 
lernn  Convocation,  and  there  in  that  fort, 
as  we  have  formerly  preferibed,  and  is 
ufually  obferved  in  the  Election  of  the 
Pro&ors,  proceed  to  make  Choice  of  a- 
nother  to  fucceed. 

And  now  to  the  end  it  may  be  knovvn, 
what  doth  chiefly  belong  to  his  Function 
and  Charge,  it  is  firft  determined  and  de 
creed,  That  he  (hall  take  the  care  of  keep¬ 
ing,  and  likewife  of  continuing  the  great 
Regifter-Book,  which  is  chained  to  t  le 
Desk,  at  the  upper  broad  Window  of  the 

Library  :  In  which  there  are  to  be  lnrol- 
led,  and  fo  from  time  to  time  recorded, 
as  their  Numbers  Ihall  augment,  the  par¬ 
ticular  Names  and  Gifts  of  as  many, as  have 
conferred  either  Books,  or  Mony,  or  o- 
ther  things  of  Worth  for  the  Benefit  and 
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Good  of  Students  in  the  Library.  Where¬ 
in  alfo  the  Munificence,  not  only  of  great 
and  honourable  Perfonages,  but  of  others 
of  mean  and  vulgar  Callings  mu  ft  be  re- 
fpe&ively  remembred.  For  in  a  cafe  of 
ihewing  Gratitude,  it  is  meet  in  all  Con- 
gruity,  that  no  Man  be  defrauded  of  that 
meafure  of  Thanks,  that  is  due  unto  his 
Bounty :  As  commonly  few  are  fo  carelefs 
of  a  publick  good  Opinion,  but  where 
they  know  they  have  deferved,  they  would 
be  noted  for  defert.  And  in  that  refpedt 
we  do  refolve,  that  the  Keeper  (hall  pro¬ 
cure  that  Book  to  be  written,  with  a  fpe- 
cial,  fair,  and  pleafing  Hand  5  and  with- 
all  to  be  expofed,  where  it  may  be  frill  in 
fight,  for  every  Man  to  view,  as  an  emi- 
/  nent  and  endlefs  Token  of  our  thankful 
Acceptation  of  whatfoever  hath  been  gi¬ 
ven  ;  and  as  an  excellent  Inducement,  for 
Pofterity  to  imitate  thefe  former  good  Ex¬ 
amples. 

An  other  chief  Point  of  the  Keeper’s 
Charge,  is  to  range  all  his  Books,  as  well 
of  the  bigger  as  lelfer  fold,  according  to 
their  Faculties  3  to  affign  to  every  Facul¬ 
ty  their  Catalogues  and  Tables ;  and  to 
difpofe  ofeveryTable  the  Authors  therein 
named, according  to  the  Alphabet:  Where 
befides  the  Author’s  Name,  and  the  Ti¬ 
tle  of  his  Work,  he  mud  be  mindful  to 

C  3  exprets 
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exprefs,  in  what  kind  of  Volume  the  fame 
was  Printed,  with  a  Note  of  the  Place,  and 
Year  of  that  Edition.  For  it  fo  fareth 
often  with  a  Number  of  Students,  that 
the  Knowledge  of  fome  one  of  thefe  pet¬ 
ty  Particulars,  may  turn  them  in  their  Stu¬ 
dies  to  fome  Angular  Advantage.  Again, 
whenfoever  it  comes  to  pafs,  that  of  Gift 
and  Gratuity  to  the  Univerfity,  any  Book 
or  Books,  Printed,  or  Manuscripts,  or  o- 
ther  Writings  of  Moment,  are  addrefled 
to  the  Keeper,  to  be  put  among  the  Reft 
of  his  Library-Store  3  he  fhall  take  no 
longer  Refpite  to  fee  the  fame  effe&ed, 
than  until  he  may  be  able,  to  reftore  the 
Defefts  of  the  Books  and  Things  delive¬ 
red  3  and  to  trim  every  Volume,  that  is 
not  in  good  Plight,  with  fit  Reparations, 
for  Ufe  and  Continuance :  Whereto 
the  Vice-Chancellor  for  the  time  being 
(  whom  we  do  depute,  as  hereafter  (hall 
appear,  the  Receiver  and  Guardian  of  the 
Library  Rents)  (hall  fee  him  furnifhed  with 
Mony,  and  other  neceffary  means,  to  the 
full  of  his  Occafions :  Whereof  he  mu  ft  ren¬ 
der  a  particular  Account  unto  the  Vice- 
Chancellor,  to  the  end  the  fame  may  be 
produced  as  Occafion  (hall  be  offered,  up¬ 
on  the  Vice-Chancellor's  own  Account : 
But  if  it  be  a  Benevolence  that  doth  whol¬ 
ly  confift  of  Ready  Mony  given,  and  is 
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put  into  his  Hands  to  be  fpent  upon 
Books  at  his  Difcretion  and  Ele&ion ;  he 
lhall  fulfil,  without  Delay,  the  Defire  of 
him  that  is  the  Giver,  if  their  be  at  that 
time  any  prefent  Poffibility  to  procure  fo 
many  Books,  as  may  fuffice  for  fo  much 
Mony  :  But  if  they  cannot  be  had  upon 
the  fuddain,  he  (hall  move  the  Vice-Chan¬ 
cellor  then  being,  to  have  the  Mony  re- 
ferved,  with  the  Library  Revenue,  till 
Books  maybe  gotten  for  it  5  for  which  he 
muft  lay  hold  upon  the  fooneft  Opportu¬ 
nity,  and  ufe  his  uttermoft  Husbandry  in 
buying,  and  Judgment  in  choofing  good 
Authors  and  Prints,  negle&ing  no  Endea¬ 
vour,  that  may  make  for  Difcharge  of 
his  Duty  and  Truft,  and  for  the  Giver’s 
Contentation,  to  whom  he  fhall  firft  pre¬ 
fent  in  a  lift  the  Infcriptions  and  Prices  of 
every  fingle  Book,  before  he  doth  poffefs 
the  Library  of  his  Gift  5  and  then  ingrofs 
the  fame  again  (without  any  mention  of 
their  Price?  )  upon  the  Handing  Regifter 
of  Benefaftors. 

But  now,  for  as  much  as  this  Magazine 
of  Books,  was  founded  altogether  for  the 
Publick  and  Perpetual  Commodity  of  Stu¬ 
dents,  for  which  it  were  meet  in  many 
RefpeCts,  that  they  fhould  all  be  made 
acquainted,  with  the  Days  and  the  Hours, 
in  which  they  may  be  Hill  affined,  to  find 
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the  Keeper  in  that  Place  5  it  is  thus  enafted 
and  decreed,  that  he  fhall  make  no  Ex¬ 
emption  of  any  whole  Day  in  all  the 
Year,  but  only  of  the  Sabbath,  the  Nati¬ 
vity  of  our  Saviour,  the  day  of  Ele&ing 
the  Prcttors,and  when  the  Library  (hall  be 
vifited  :  Nor  yet  of  any  half  Days,  fa- 
vingonlyof  the  Fore-noons,  upon  the  u- 
fual  Feafts,  and  Days  of  lolemn  Prayers  5 
or  of  Sermons  ad  Clerum  5  and  of  the 
After-noons  at  all  fuch  times,  as  Publick 
Deputations  are  ufed  in  Divinity.  Ne- 
verthelefs,  it  may  fo  happen  eft-foons, 
through  a  multitude  of  urgent,  and  not 
yet  thought  upon  Occafions,  that  it  will 
be  thought  behoveful  by  the  Chief  Con¬ 
vocation,  to  admit  the  like  Ceffation,  at 
fome  other  times  unmentioned:  Which 
then  the  Keeper  ought  to  publilh,  by  fix¬ 
ing  a  Schedule  on  the  Door,  that  is  at 
the  Entrance  of  the  School  of  Divinity  .So 
that  fetting  afide  thofe  former  Exceptions, 
we  do  Ordain  and  Enjoyn, that  theKeeper 
himfelf  in  Perfon  (  not  letted  with  Sick- 
nels,  or  other  lawful  impediment  hereaf¬ 
ter  expreffed  )  (hall  come  continually  to 
the  opening  of  the  Library  Doors,  and 
both  remain  within  himfelf,  and  give  ac- 
cefs  unto  others,  in  the  Morning,  from 
Eight  of  the  Clock  to  Eleven  5  and  then 
after  Dinner  from  Two  to  Five.  Which 
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is  to  be  continued  from  Eafier, to  the  Fea  fi 
of  St.  Michael :  But  for  the  reft  of  the 
Year, from  One  to  Four  in  the  After-noon. 
At  thefe  prefcribed  Hours  he  (hall  alfo 
caufe  to  be  rung  the  Warning-Bell  of  his 
Ingrefs  and  Egrefs,  that  Men  may  fhun 
the  Difcommodities  of  repairing  thither 
overfoon,  or  abiding  there  too  long 
which  the  Difference  of  Clocks  may  oc- 
cajion  very  often,  to  the  Prejudice  and 
Hindrance  of  himfelf  as  well  as  others. 

Be  it  always  here  provided.  That  for 
the  greater  fecurity  of  the  timber  Works 
and  Books,  no  Frequenter  of  that  Place 
Graduat  or  other,  nor  the  Keeper  himfelf 
or  any  Deputy  for  him,  upon  any  Pretext 
or  Colour,  (hall  enter  there  by  Night, with 
a  Torch,  Link,  Lamp,  Candle,  or  other 
kind  of  Fire-light,  upon  pain  of  Depri¬ 
vation  from  his  Office  forever  :  Nor  (hall 
abfent  himfelf  from  thence,  but  in  Cafes 
approved  f  which  (hall  be  fpecified  here¬ 
after  J  for  the  fpace  of  one  Day,  orhalf- 
day,  or  any  of  thofe  Hours,  that  have 
bin  formerly  mentioned,  upon  pain  of 
forfeiting  twenty  Shillings,  for  every  time 
of  his  Abfence,  to  be  defalked  from  his 
Salary,  and  converted  to  the  encreafing  of 
the  Books  of  the  Library. 

Moreover,  as  it  may  be  lawful  and  free 
foi  all  comers  in  (being  qualified  in  fuch 

fort 
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fort,  as  we  {hall  after  declare  J  to  perufe 
any  Volumes,  that  are  chained  to  the 
Desks,  in  the  Body  of  the  Library,  not 
forgetting  to  fallen  theirClafps  and  Strings, 
to  untangle  their  Chains,  and  to  leave  as 
they  found  the  Books  in  their  Places  5 
(  whereas  otlierwife  for  their  Negligence, 
they  (hall  be  punilhed  by  thePurfe,  at  the 
Will  and  Arbitriment  of  the  Vice-Chan¬ 
cellor  )  fo  for  the  fmaller  fized  Volumes, 
in  Quarto  and  OCtavo,  and  fuch  as  are 
within  the  Grates,  and  under  the  Cuflody 
of  the  Keeper  alone,  that  they  may  not 
be  wafted  with  much  handling  and  t offing 
(  being  Books  of  fpecial  Worth,  for  their 
Antiquity  or  Rarity,  Coftlinefs,  or  Beau¬ 
ty,  or  other  note  of  prime  Account )  it 
fhall  be  a  part  of  the  Keeper’s  Duty,  when 
any  Man  is  defirous  to  ufe  any  of  thefe 
kinds,  to  deliver  them  out  by  Hand,  and 
by  Tale  ^  and  with  Condition,  that  they 
(hall  be  ftudied  there  in  Sight,  and  after 
prefently  reftored,  before  the  Perfon  goe 
from  thence,  upon  Pain  of  Satisfaction  to 
the  double  Value  of  every  Book  detain¬ 
ed  ;  and  ( if  fo  be  it  fhall  prove  a  wilful 
Faft  )  perpetual  Expulfion  out  of  the  Li¬ 
brary. 

Howbeit,  becaufe  it  is  meet,  we  fhould 
afford  fome  Leifure  to  the  Keeper,  for  his 
private  Study  and  Contemplation,  where¬ 
of 
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of  we  flhould  make  but  a  flender  Allow¬ 
ance,  in  cafe  he  (hall  be  forced  to  fervethe 
Turns  of  every  one,  as  oft  as  they  require 
to  have  the  ufe  of  fuch  Books  3  it  hath 
been  therefore  thought  expedient,  to  en¬ 
tertain  a  daily  Minifter,  which  tnufl  be 
evermore  at  hand,  to  aid  and  affifl  him, 
and  to  attend  his  Directions  in  all  Occafi- 
ons  in  the  Library  3  Who  mult  be  fv/orn 
to  be  faithful,  and  for  his  Skill  muft  be 
fufficient  to  feek  out,  and  diflribute  any 
Books  that  are  demanded ;  of  which  the 
Keeper  himfelf,  or  (  when  he  fhall  be  ab- 
fent )  his  lawful  Deputy  fhall  give  out 
with  his  own  Hands  thofe  within  the 
Grates,  and  but  Six  at  a  time  of  one  fort 
or  other  :  Which  is  precifely  all  the  flint 
whereto  the  Keeper  fhall  be  fubjeft  by  our 
Conflitutions ;  unlefs  by  himfelf  he  will 
be  won  to  gratify  fome  Perfons  by  exceed¬ 
ing  that  Number.*  Wherein  we  do  require, 
that  he  would  carry  himfelf  uprightly  ^ 
and  content  every  Student  with  duerefpeCl 
to  his  Degree. 

And  lith  the  fundry  Examples  of  for¬ 
mer  Ages,  as  well  in  this  Univerfity,  as  in 
other  Places  of  the  Realm,  have  taught 
us  over-often,  that  the  frequent  Loan  of 
Books,  hath  bin  a  principal  Occafton  of 
the  Ruin  and  Definition  of  many  famous 
Libraries  3  It  is  therefore  ordered  and  de¬ 
creed 
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creed  to  be  obferved  as  a  Statute  of  irre¬ 
vocable  Force,  that  for  no  Regard,  Pre¬ 
tence,  or  Caufe,  there  (hall  at  anytime, 
any  Volume,  either  of  thefe  that  are 
chained,  or  of  others  unchained,  be  given 
or  lent,  toanyPerfonorPerfons,  of  what- 
foever  State  or  Calling,  upon  any  kind 
of  Caution,  or  offer  of  Security,  for  his 
faithful  Reftitution  ;  and  that  no  fuch  Book 
of  V olume  (hall  at  any  time,  by  any  what¬ 
soever,  be  carried  forth  of  the  Library, 
for  any  longer  fpace,  or  other  ufes,  and 
Purpofes,  than,  if  need  fo  require,  to  be 
fold"  away  for  altogether,  as  being  fuper- 
fluous  or  unprofitable;  or  changed  for 
fome  other  of  a  better  Edition  ;  or  being 
over-worn  to  be  new  bound  again,  ana 
immediately  returned,  from  whence  it  was 
removed.  For  the  Execution  whereof 
in  every  Particular,  there  (hall  no  Man  in- 
S  termeddle,  but  the  Keeper  himfelf  alone, 
/  who  is  alfo  to  proceed  with  the  Know¬ 
ledge,  Liking,  and  Dire&ion  of  thofe 
Publick  Overfeers,  whofe  Authority  we 
will  notify  in  other  Statutes  enfuing. 
Furthermore,  considering  that  the  Kee¬ 
per  may  fometimes,  uponUrgence  of  Bu- 
finefs,  or  Indifpofition  of  Body  (where¬ 
of  he  muft  affirm  the  Truth  upon  his  Oath, 
being  moved  thereunto)  defire  a  Difpen- 
fation  for  his  perfonal  Abfence  from  his 

Charge, 
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Charge,  the  Vice-Chancellor  or  his  Sub- 
ftitute  fhall  have  abfolute  Power,  in  every 
fuch  Occafion,  to  condefcend  to  his  Re- 
queflr,  for  the  fpace  of  Seven  Days  every 
Quarter,  to  be  taken  either  jointly,  or  at 
feveral  times,  as  his  need  fhall  enforce  him  $ 
with  this  Reftri&ion  notwithftanding,  that 
ftill  his  Office  be  fupplied  by  fbme  learn¬ 
ed,  able  Graduat,  of  whofe  Fidelity  and 
Truth,  there  was  never  any  other,  but  a 
publick  good  Report :  Or  if  the  Vice- 
Chancellor  think  it  fit,  (  for  the  Choice 
of  every  Subftitute,  muft  wholly  (land 
with  his,  or  his  Deputy’s  Good- Liking  ) 
he  fhall  take  a  corporal  Oath,  to  the  fame 
or  like  Effeft,  as  the  Keeper  did  himfelf, 
at  the  time  of  his  Admiffion.  But  if  fo 
be  the  Keeper’s  Cafe  be  adjudged  fo  fa¬ 
vourable,  as  he  may  challenge  in  Reafbn, 
a  further  Enlargement  of  his  Licence, 
than  is  formerly  expreffed  $  then  ought 
the  fame  to  be  accorded,  by  way  of  com¬ 
mon  Suffrage,  in  one  of  the  Congrega¬ 
tions  3  leaft  otherwife  in  Continuance, 
the  Facility  of  treating  with  one  Man  a- 
•lone,  Ihould  draw  abufe  unto  it,  of  pro¬ 
curing  Leave  for  longer  Abfence,  than 
,  fhall  be  fitting,  for  the  Regiment,  and 
good  Eftate  of  fuch  Charge. 

Thefe  Occafions  throughly  weighed  of 
the  Keeper’s  exceffive  and  inceffant  Pains 

about 
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about  his  Fun&ion,  although  they  offer 
unto  him  more  effectual  Opportunities, 
for  the  Advancement  of  his  Knowledge, 
together  with  his  Credit,  than  to  any  o- 
ther  Student  in  the  Univerfity  $  (  which 
may  give  him,  in  fome  fort,  Contentation 
for  his  Pains  )  for  the  inabling  notwith- 
ftanding  of  his  private  Eftate,  which  will 
yield  him  better  Leifure,  for  the  mana¬ 
ging  and  following  the  Affairs  of  his  Of¬ 
fice,  we  do  order  and  ordain,  thatbefides 
the  annual  Stipend  of  twenty  Nobles, 
which  was  the  ancient  Donation  of  King 
Henry  the  IV/ A,  and  is  to  iffue  forth  of 
the  Univerfity-treafure  through  the  Hands 
of  the  Pro&ors,  he  fhall  enjoy  that  fur- 
ther  Sum  ofThree  and  Thirty  Pounds  Six 
Shillings  and  Eight  Pence,  which  is  ex- 
preffed  in  that  Book,  by  which  our  late 
Lands  were  conveyed  unto  us,  and  is  to 
be  anfwered  half-yearly  by  equal  Por¬ 
tions  $  to  wit,  at  the  Feafts  of  St.  Michael 
the  Arch-Angel,  and  the  Annunciation  of 
the  Bleffed  Virgin  Mary,  or  within  three 
and  thirty  Days  after  :  And  the  fame  to 
be  extra&ed  out  of  the  Library-Revenue 
by  the  prefent  Vice-Chancellor  :  which  is 
alfo  our  Direction  for  the  Payment  of  ten 
Pounds  to  the  Keeper’s  Affiftant  5  and  of 
four  Pounds  befides  to  fome  honeft  poor 
Scholar,  or  Servant  of  the  Keeper,  whofe 

weekly 
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weekly  Charge  and  Care  muft  be,  when- 
foever  the  Keeper  (hall  call  upon  him,  to 
wipe,  fweep,  and  keep  clean  all  the  Li¬ 
brary-Books,  Tables,  Shelves,  Seats,  Clo- 
fets,  Windows,  and  whatfoever  elfe  is 
fubjeft  to  the  Annoyance  of  Duff.  Where¬ 
withal  we  underftand,  That  the  Choice 
of  thefe  inferior  Minifters,  (hall  be  com¬ 
mitted  to  the  Keeper’s  Difcretion ;  the 
Payment  of  theirs  and  all  other  Stipends, 
unto  the  Vice-Chancellor’s  Care  :  And 
their  removal  from  their  Places,  if  fo  be 
they  {hall  deferve  it,  to  the  Library-Over- 
feers,  whofe  Authority  we  (hall  fpecify  in 
the  Statutes  following. 

We  have  held  it  moreover  a  very  need¬ 
ful  Caution,  for  the  fafer  Cuftody  of  the 
aforefaid  Revenue,  and  of  all  other  Sums 
of  Mony,  that  may  hereafter  of  Bene¬ 
volence  be  conferred  on  the  Library,  That 
within  the  fpace  of  Three  Days  after  any 
Payment  made,  the  fame  (hall  be  tranf- 
ported  to  the  Place,  where  the  Univerfity 
Rents  are  kept,  and  be  locked  up  there 
in  the  Iron-Gheft  provided  purpofely  for 
it,  under  three  different  Locks,  with 
double  Keys  to  every  Lock  3  which  areal- 
ways  to  remain,  with  the  prefent  Vice- 
Chancellor  and  Pro&ors,  to  be  rendred 
up  with  the  reft  of  their  Keys,  at  the  fe- 
vcral  times  of  their  Entrance  to  their  Of¬ 
fices. 
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fices.  Wherein  notwithftanding,that  Im- 
oloyment  of  the  Pro&ors  fhall  extend  it 
"elf  no  further,  than  to  come  with  their 
Keys,  when  they  (hall  be  required  by  the 
Vice-Chancellor,  to  open  the  Cheft$  and 
always  to  be  prefent,  when  any  Mony  is 
brought  in,  or -extracted  by  him;  where¬ 
of  the  Sum  is  then  and  there  to  be  regi- 
ftred  with  the  Vice-Chancellor's  ownHand, 
upon  fome  leiger  Book  lying  in  the  fame 
Cheft,  or  in  fome  other  like  Place,  to  be 
afterward  fubfcribed  by  the  Pro&ors  as 
Eye-witnelTes  of  it :  For  fo  it  will  ap¬ 
pear,  how  all  Expences  and  Receits  do 
anfwer  each  other,  at  the  time  of  the 
Audit  of  the  Cheft- Account. 

Now  becaufe  it  is  apparent,  that  No* 
thing  makes  more  for  the  Eafe  of  the 
Keeper,  the  Quietnefs  of  the  Students,  the 
Security  of  the  Books,  and  the  Honour 
and  Dignity  of  the  Univerfity,  than  that 
we  fhould  proceed  with  fome  choice  Li¬ 
mitation,  in  the  Admiffion  of  fuch  Per- 
fons,  as  are  to  ftudy  in  the  Library  5  we 
do  utterly  rejeft  the  Opinion  of  thofe, 
that  would  have  no  Exception  to  no  Man’s 
Accefs  :  For  that  a  Graunt  of  fo  much 
Scope,  would  but  minifter  Occalion  of 
daily  peftering  all  the  Room,  with  their 
gazing  3  and  babling,  and  trampling  up 
and  down,  may  difturb  out  of  Meafure 

the 
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the  Endeavours  of  thofe  that  are  ftudious; 
And  therefore  not  to  give  way  to  fo  great 
an  Inconvenience,  we  do  thus  determine 
and  decree  $  That  no  Man  fhaJl  enjoy  the 
Freedom  there  of  Study,  but  only  Do- 
dors  and  Licentiats  of  the  T hree  Facul¬ 
ties,  Batchelors  of  Divinity,  Matters  of 
Arts,  Batchelors  of  Phyfick,  and  Law, 
Batchelors  of  Arts  of  two  Years  Handing* 
and  all  other  Batchelors  5  if  they  come* 
thither  in  their  Habits  and  Hoods,  and 
there  demean  themfelves  withReverence, 
in  giving  Place  to  their  Superiors,  and  in 
feemly  Performance  of  all  other  Duties. 
Among  thefe  in  like  manner  for  fpecial 
Refped,  we  do  reckon  the  Sons  of  the 
Lords  of  the  Parliament,  (  for  of  the 
Lords  themfelves  there  may  be  no  que¬ 
stion  )  and  as  many  befides  of  all  Degrees, 
as  of  their^  zealous  Affedion  to  all  kind 
of  good  Literature,  have  inriched  that 
ftore-Houfe  with  their  bountiful  Gifts  : 
For  it  might  be  well  reputed  a  Point  of 
great  Ungratitude,  if  we  Ihould  not  per¬ 
mit  fuch  worthy  Contributors,  to  tafl  of 
the  Fruit  of  their  own  Beneficence.  Ne- 
verthelefs,  for  the  tender  Care  that  mutt  be 
taken,  of  the  endlefs  Prefervation  of  fuch 
a  Cabinet  of  the  Mufes,  our  Intention  is 
this,  That  before  any  Gradual  formerly 
mentioned,  or  any  other  Perlon  of  note

and  defert,  fhall  begin  to  put  in  Practice 
his  Liberty  of  Entrance,  he  fhall  addrefs 
himfelf  firft  unto  the  Vice-Chancellor  or 
his  Subftitute,  and  there  in  the  Prefence 
of  the  Keeper,  take  the  Oath  of  Fidelity 
to  the  Library,  which  we  appoint  ro  be 
miniftred  in  Manner  and  Form  as  follow- 
eth.

Alfo  any  other  Perfon,  for  the  Furthe¬ 
rance  of  his  Study  in  whatfoever  Science, 
although  he  fhould  be  no  Contribute^ 
may  at  any  time  obtain  the  aforefaid  Free¬ 
dom  of  recourfe,  the  fame  being  craved 
as  a  Grace  in  the  Congregation-Houfe, 
and  the  Oath  taken  after,  before  his  Ad¬ 
mittance.  But  if  anyMan  prefume  to  in¬ 
trude  himfelf  into  that  place,  without  fpe- 
cial  P er million ,before  he  hath  been  fvvorn, 
except  he  come  accompanied  with  one 
that  is  fworn,  and  (till  remain  with  him 
in  fight,  (who  is  then  upon  his  Oath,  to 
ftand  as  a  Pledge  for  the  other’s  good  Be¬ 
haviour  )  befides  his  corporal  Imprifon- 
ment  for  one  whole  Day,  he  {hall  accor¬ 
ding  to  the  nature  of  fuch  his  Preemp¬ 
tion,  forfeit  fo  much  Mony  as  (hall  be 
awarded  by  the  Vice-Chancellor  or  his 
Deputy  :  Of  which  the  one  Moity  (hall 
g°e.  *°  Keeper,  (as  of  all  other  pe- 
cuniary  Forfeitures)  and  the  other  to  the 
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Ufe  and  Benefit  of  the  Library.  But  if  it 
(hall  happen  in  time  to  come,  (  whereof 
we  are  in  good  hope  we  (hall  never  fee 
Example)That  any  Graduat  or  other,  (hall 
be  clearly  convi&ed  to  have  difmembred, 
or  fecretly  purloined  and  conveyed  away 
any  Books,  Trattor  Tratts,  Leaf  or  Leaves 
of  any  Volume  in  the  Library  $  Or  to 
have  made  any  Change  in  any  Line  or 
Lines,  Word  or  Words,  Syllable  or  Let¬ 
ter,  in  any  Author  whatfoever  5  Or  (hall 
have  known  the  like  offence  committed 
by  fome  other,  and  not  difcovered  the 
fame,  within  Three  Days  after  his  Notice 
of  it,  he  (hall  be  publickly  difgraded  be¬ 
ing  a  Graduat,  in  the  next  Congregation 
of  the  Regent  Matters,  and  whether  he 
be  a  Graduat  or  otherwife,  he  (hall  be  ex¬ 
cluded  out  of  Hand,  from  taking  any  Be¬ 
nefit,  not  only  of  the  Library,  but  of  any 
furtherStudy,  or  Aboad  and  Continuance 
in  the  Univerfity.  For  which  the  Vice- 
Chancellor  or  his  Subftitute,  (hall  pro¬ 
nounce  the  Sentence  of  his  Banifhment  in 
the  open  Congregation,  and  keep  a  per¬ 
manent  Record,  both  of  the  Kind  and 
Quality,  of  that  Delinquent’s  Perjury,  and 
of  the  exemplary  Punifhment  infli&ed  up¬ 
on  it. 

And  here,  although  we  prefuppofe, 
that  the  Library-Keeper  in  regard  of  his 
1  r  t  liberal 
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liberal  Education,  his  Affection  unto 
Learning,  his  Credit  among  Clerks,  and 
his  Oath  and  Duty  to  the  Univerfity,  will 
be  vigilant  and  ftudious  in  the  higheft 
Degree,  to  preferve  a  Jewel  of  fucli  Price, 
committed  to  his  Trull  5  Yet  becaufe  in 
the  Ufage  of  other  like  Foundations,  we 
have  feen  many  Precedents  of  notorious 
Abufes,  even  in  thole  that  by  Profeffion, 
and  in  the  Opinion  of  the  world,  have 
born  the  Name  and  Reputation  of  Men 
of  excellent  Integrity,  we  have  therefore 
provided,  as  near  as  we  are  able  by  Dif- 
courfe  and  Reach  of  Reafon,  to  meet 
with  all  Omiffions  and  retchlefs  Carriages 
of  the  Keeper,  by  fele&ing  to  the  Number 
of  eight  principal  Graduats,  to  be  perpe¬ 
tual  Overfeers  and  Vilitors  of  the  Library : 
To  wit  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  Pro&ors, 
or  their  Deputies,  the  three  Do&ors  of 
the  Chair,  and  the  King’s  two  Readers  of 
the  Hebrew  and  Greek  Lectures 5  and  un¬ 
to  thefe,  or  to  the  major  Part  of  thefe,  it 
lhall  appertain  every  Year,  the  eight  of 
November ,  (unlefs  it  be  a  Sabbath  Day, 
which  Munday  following  lhall  fupply  ) 
it  being  the  Day  that  was  folemnifed, 
with  our  firft  free  entrance  into  the  Li¬ 
brary,  to  vifit  and  furvey  the  State  there¬ 
of  in  every  Pointy  for  which  every  Over- 
feer  the  Eve  before,  mull  be  perfonally 

D  3  cited 
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cited,  by  fome  Beadle  fent  of  purpof«,from 
the  Vice-Chancellor  or  his  Deputy,  to  re¬ 
pair  thither  early  the  morning  following  $ 
where  the  Doors  being  {hut,  that  they 
may  not  be  by  others  interrupted  in  their 
Bufinefs,  and  the  Keeper  fecluded,  until 
he  (hall  be  called,  after  a  due  perufal  of 
thefe  Statutes  and  Orders,  they  fhall  in¬ 
quire  of  his  Diligence,  In  writing  the  Re- 
gifter  of  Contributors,  and  the  Alphabe¬ 
tical  Tables  affixed  to  the  Standerds  and 
Heads  of  every  Desk  :  In  digefting  the 
Authors  in  their  proper  Partitions,  as  the 
T ables  give  Diredion :  In  delivering  thofe 
by  hand,  that  are  kept  under  Locks,  and 
wholly  left  to  his  Cuftody  :  In  fpeedy 
bringing  in,  and  prefent  placing  of  fuch 
Books,  as  {hall  from  time  to  time  be  gi¬ 
ven  :  In  obferving  his  Hours  of  opening, 
and  {hutting,  and  tarrying  in  the  Library  : 
In  excluding  all  kind  of  Perfons,  that  are 
no  Freemen  of  that  Place  3  and  In  pro¬ 
viding  for  the  Books  and  Buildings,  wit  h 
all  the  Furniture  of  the  Room,  that  it 
may  he  always  freed  from  Duffc  and  im- 
deannefs:  and  That  it  goe  not  to  decay, 
by  reafon  of  Wind  and  Rain  coming  in  at 
the  Cafements,  or  otherwife  for  want  of 
timely  Reparations.  For  in  any  of  thefe 
Points,  and  in  many  more  Particulars 
pertaining  to  his  Fundion,  whatfoever  is 

omitted, 
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omitted,  or  mifgoverned  by  the  Keeper* 
the  Vice-Chancellor  or  his  Deputy,  with 
the  Affent  and  Affiftance  of  the  other 
Overfeers,  may  admonifti,  reprove,  or  re* 
form  him  for  it,  by  putting  in  Execution, 
whatfoever  is  contained  in  our  prefent 
Conftitutions :  unlefs  the  quality  of  hi s 
Crime  lhall  deferve  Deprivation  :  Which 
is  evermore  a  Punifliment,  to  be  publick- 
ly  pra&ifed,  by  the  Cenfure  and  Sentence 
of  that  Convocation,  by  which  he  was 
ele&ed. 

Sit h  befides  it  is  ufual,  in  the  beft  con¬ 
trived  Orders  of  all  Common-Wealths, 
to  fee  a  {mail  Toleration  of  Abufes  at  ficft, 
although  they  be  but  feldom  fuffered,  and 
that  by  way  of  Connivance,  to  engender 
foon  after  an  irreparable  Mifchief,  to  the 
total  Diffolution  of  the  principal  Inftitu- 
tion  5  we  do  therefore  Authorise  the  fore- 
elefted  Overfeers,  and  withal  we  do  requefi: 
and  entreat  them  very  earneftly,  to  attend 
without  fail  this  principal  Good  Work  of 
vifiting  the  Library  :  Wherein  according 
to  theTenour  of  the  Statutes  before,  they 
may  not  only  proceed,  to  examine  by 
Points,  how  well  the  Keeper  hath  perfor¬ 
med  the  Duties  of  his  Charge,  but.muft  di- 
red  him  befides  in  his  doubtful  Propofals, 
if  any  Statute  be  defeftive,  or  if  any  new 
Accident  require  a  new  Provifo,  and  in 
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every  other  needful  Matter :  Whereof 
their  joint  Information  to  the  publick  Af- 
fembly  of  the  Regents  and  non-Regents, 
muft  alwayes  procure  a  fpeedy-Redrefs. 

They  (hall,  furthermore,  in  writting  fet 
down  and  appoint  (if  every  one  of  them 
agree  and  condefcend  thereunto,  it  being 
of  more  Importance,  than  that  it  fhould 
be  overweighed  by  Plurality  of  Voices  ) 
fome  Books  to  be  Exchanged  for  better  E- 
ditions,  and  fome  in  like  fort  to  be  clean 
made  away,  as  being  wholly  fuperfluous, 
or  of  no  Eftimation :  And  fome  others  to 
be  bought  with  Mony  contributed,  or 
with  that  which  is  in  Stock  in  the  Iron 
Cheft  5  whereof  the  Sum  to  be  expended, 
muft  be  carefully  limited,  thereafter  as  the 
Store  may  conveniently  fpare  it :  Which 
then  the  prefent  Vice-Chancellor  is  to  pay 
unto  the  Keeper,  who  (hall  always  be  tied 
by  virtue  of  his  Oath,  to  beftow  the  fame 
as  foon  as  may  be,  and  as  they  (hall  en¬ 
join  him,  or  ( if  they  leave  him  to  his  Li¬ 
berty  )  as  he  himfelf  (hall  fee  Occafion  ; 
fo  that  all  be  disburfed  to  the  beft  Ad¬ 
vantage  of  the  Library,  and  a  faithful 
reckoning  yielded  of  it,  in  their  next  Vi- 
iltation. 

And  though  it  be  fo,  as  we  are  per- 
fwaded,  that  Men  of  choice  Degree,  and 
Learning  in  this  Univerfity,  fuch  as  we 

have 
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have  fele&ed,to  overfee  thefe  AfFai/s,  will 

(  without  expedting  for  it  any  Jot  of  Re¬ 
ward  )  of  their  meer  and  hearty  Zeal  to 
thePublick  Benefit  of  Students,  efteem  Co 
fmall  a  time,as  may  ferve  for  that  Purpofe, 
to  be  fruitfully  beftowed,  we  do  appoint 
notwithftanding  for  Honour’s  Sake,  and 
of  a  reverent  Refpedt  to  their  Perfons  and 
Profeffions,  that  at  every  Vifitation,  they 
fliall  have  the  fame  Day  for  their  Dinner 
or  Supper  an  Allotment  of  Forty  Shil¬ 
lings,  to  be  taken  of  the  Revenue  of  the 
Li brary-Cheft,  and  fpent  in  what  Place 
the  vice-Chancellor  (hall  appoint  within 
the  Univerfity  ;  to  whofe  Care  and  Pro- 
vifion  it  (hall  alfo  belong,  to  caufe  certain 
Gloves  to  be  prefented  by  a  Beadle,  at  the 
time  of  their  Refe&ion,  as  Memorials 
and  Tokens  of  the  Univerfity ’s  Accep¬ 
tance  of  their  Service  that  Day.  Among 
which  we  do  allow  feven  Pairs  of  Ten 
Shillings  the  Pair,  to  the  five  Profeffors 
of  the  King’s  Leftures,  and  the  two  Pro- 
dfors  3  with  one  Pair  of  five  Shillings  to 
the  Beadle  then  ferving  3  befides  Forty 
Shillings  in  Mony  to  each  of  the  Pro- 
ftors,  in  Confideration  of  their  Cuftody 
of  their  Keys  to  the  Cheft3  and  to  the 
Vice-Chancellor  one  Pair  of  Gloves  of 
Twenty  Shillings  Price,  or  two  Pairs  of 
Ten  Shillings  the  Pair,  with  Twenty  No¬ 
bles 
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bles  in  Mony  in  regard  of  his  Cumbers, 
in  receiving  and  disburfmg  the  Monies 
of  the  Library. 

Moreover  for  avoiding  Confufion, 
which  will  undoubtedly  follow  the  Plu¬ 
rality  of  Accountants,  and  for  a  found 
and  fettled  Courfe,  to  be  conftantly  con¬ 
tinued,  firft  in  keeping  the  Rents  and  In¬ 
comes  of  the  Library  ;  (  which  are  the 
ptincipal  Props,  to  uphold  it  for  ever  in 
a  fiourifhing  Stay  )  and  then  in  defray¬ 
ing  both  thofe  afore  declared,  and  all  o- 
ther  Charges,  as  their  incident  Occafions 
of  either  buying,  binding,  chaining, 
clafping,  or  Stringing  of  Books,  or  the 
needful  repairing  of  fuch  Decays  and  Im¬ 
perfections,  as  the  Ornament  and  Works 
of  the  inward  Structure  of  the  Library, 
may  at  any  time  require  ;  It  is  intended 
by  us,  that  the  Vice-Chancellor  alone 
and  no  other,  (except  it  be  fo,  that  by  his 
own,  or  by  the  Vifitors  Ordination,  the 
Keeper  (hall  be  charged  with  fome  fpecial 
Disburfment)  may  have  to  deal  with  the 
Imployment,  of  the  annual  Rents  of  the 
Library  :  Or  of  any  Parcel  of  Mony, 
that  may  hereafter  by  any  be  conferred 
upon  it.  For  we  cannot  but  prefume, 
that  cafting  what  number  of  noble  Bene¬ 
factors,  have  already  concurred  in  a  Fer¬ 
vor  of  AfFeCtion,  to  that  Publick  Place  of 

Study, 
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Study,  we  fhall  be  fureintime  to  come,  to 
find  fome  others  in  fome  Meafure,  of  the 
like  Difpofition  to  the  Advancement  of 
Learning. 

Hereupon  we  do  ordain  for  our  final 
Conclufion,  that  the  Vice-Chancellor  for 
the  time  being,  within  fifteen  Days  af¬ 
ter  the  Expiration  of  his  Y ear,  and  of  eve¬ 
ry  Year  enfuing,  in  cafe  he  be  continued 
more  than  one  in  his  Office,  fhall  affem- 
ble  the  Library  Vifitors,  together  with 
the  Keeper,  to  view  the  Mony  remain¬ 
ing  in  the  Iron  Cheft,  and  there  exhibit 
in  writing  a  faithful  Account,  of  all  his 
Receipts,  Extra&s,  and  Expences  that 
Year  :  which  they  areprefently  to  audit, 
with  a  diligent  Infpe&ion  into  every 
Claufe  and  Branch  :  And  therewithal 
before  they  part,  to  return  into  their 
Hands  his  double  Keys  unto  the  Cheft : 
Which  with  his  written  Account,  the 
Chief  Reftor  of  the  Chair,  or  if  he  fhould 
be  abfent,the  Principal  there  prefent, fhall 
after  deliver  to  the  new  Vice-Chancellor 
in  the  next  Convocation,  (  which  is  for 
that  Occafion  to  be  called  ,  when  the 
Doftor  (hall  requeft  it  )  and  there  in 
their  Meeting,  he  fhall  relate  byWord 
of  Mouth,  the  State  of  the  Cheft,  and  of 
that. Account :  and  the  Account  it  felf  in 
writing,  as  it  was  delivered  up,  fhall  be 

prefently 
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prefently  put  into  the  Cheft,  or  fome  o- 
ther  Place  of  Safety.  And  if  it  (hall  appear 
to  the  faid  Convocation,  upon  the  Audi¬ 
tor’s  Report,  or  in  any  other  fort,  that 
the  Accountant  Vice-Chancellor  very  loof- 
ly  regarding  the  Religion  of  his  Oath,  or 
his  own  Reputation,  hath  wafted  or  mi- 
fpent  fome  deal  of  Treafure,belonging  to 
the  Library,  (which  for  the  eminent  Dig¬ 
nity  of  his  Perfon  and  Place,  and  for  the 
Abundance  of  Truft,  that  we  are  always 
to  repofe  in  his  Wifdom  and  Willingnefs, 
to  adminifter  all  uprightly,  we  can  never 
be  induced  to  furmife  of  his  Stewardlhip  ) 
that  prefent  Convocation  ought  to  take 
Cognition  of  it,  and  to  tax  it  withRefpeft, 
if  it  be  but  a  Scape,or  Overfight  of  flender 
Moment  .*  But  if  it  fall  out  in  Proof  to  be 
a  manifeft  Enormity,  their  Authority  (hall 
ftretch  to  cenfure  his  Offence,  according 
to  his  Merit :  and  in  all  our  former  Atts, 
Conftitutions,  and  Decrees,  to  expound 
and  to  alter,  to  abrogate  and  innovate,  to 
add  or  to  diminilh,  and  to  provide  in  all 
Events,  for  the  Indemnity  of  the  Library, 
as  foraTreafure  toStudens  of  incompa¬ 
rable  worth.

to  Students  and  Strangers.  For  I  have 
ever  been  perfwaded,That the  better  Cre¬ 
dit  it  carrieth,  for  Store  and  Worth  of 
Books, the  fooner  mod  Men  will  be  drawn, 
not  only  to  Affeft  it,  but  to  Advance  and 
Enrich  it,  with  fome  of  their  beft  and 
rareft  Authors :  As  well  to  manifeft  their 
Love  to  the  Univerfity,  as  to  bring  fuch 
a  Place  of  publick  Study,  to  a  State  of 
Singularity.  And  although  in  that  Re- 
fpeft  I  do  not  reft  as  yet  fatified,  with 
this  Quantity  of  Books,  that  I  have  ga¬ 
thered  already  :  Yet  becaufe  I  am  unwil¬ 
ling,  that  the  Hope  of  having  more,  fhould 
flop  theUfe  of  thefe  in  being,To  the  Pre¬ 
judice  perhaps  of  many  Men’s  Profiting 
in  their  Private  Studies,I  would  intreat  you 
therefore  now,  to  acquaint  the  Univerfity 
with  my  full  Refolution,  which  is,  if  they 
be  fo  contented.  To  fet  the  Library  open 
for  Students  to  frequent  it,  before  the 
next  Aft. 

But  as  there  can  be  little  Hope  of  ei¬ 
ther  good  Ufage,  or  long  Continuance,  of 
any  Foundation  of  that  Nature,  without 
Orders  and  Statutes  for  the  Government  of 
it :  So  I  cannot  but  make  bold,  to  recom¬ 
mend  the  fame  in  earneft  wife,  to  their 
effeftual  Confederation.

as  I  take  it,  in  their  publick  Statute- 

Books,  of  which  to  ferve  the  prefent 

Tqrn,  I  have  noted  thefe  to  be  the  chief, 
eft. 

Firft ,  As  foon  as  the  Room  was  reple¬ 
nished  with  Books,  before  that  Liberty 
would  be  granted,  for  any  to  frequent  it, 
there  was  a  fpecial  Day  affigned,  and 
Committees  deputed,  for  taking  an  Oath 
of  every  Graduate,  and  of  (b  many  be¬ 
sides,  as  by  Licence  were  allowed  to  ftu- 
dy  in  that  Place.  The  Form  of  that 
Oath  is  exprefly  there  fet  down,  with 
this  Addition  to  it,  that  every  Graduate 
always  after,  at  the  time  of  his  Admiffion, 
fhould  take  the  fame  precifely  Whether 
now  the  like  again  may  be  thought  a  fit 
Oath,  to  be  publickly  miniftred;  ( where- 
unto  for  my  felf  I  do  very  much  incline) 
or  whether  it  may  fuffice,  that  they  have 
fworn  already  in  general  Terms,  to  ob- 
ferve  all  the  Statutes  of  the  Univerfity,  I 
leave  to  them  to  be  difcuffed  5  which  I 
make  no  doubt  they  will  perform,  fo  as 
now  every  Graduate,  as  well  as  hereafter, 
may  hold  himfelf  thereby  religioufly  tied, 
to  tend  the  Safety  and  Good  of  the  Li¬ 
brary. 

An  other  meet  Point  for  them  to  de¬ 
cide,  is  touching  the  Quality  of  thefe 
. .  ..'A  Per- 

%  I 
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Perfons,  to  whom  it  (hall  be  lawful,  to 
enjoy  the  Freedom  there  of  Study.  There 
was  a  Limitation  in  the  former  Decrees, 
permitting  it  only  unto  Graduates,  and  to 
the  Sons  of  Lords  of  the  Parliament-  Houfe : 
But  enjoyning  withal  that  no  Batchelor 
Graduate, excepting  Batchelors  of  Divini¬ 
ty,  and  Licentiates  in  every  Faculty, 
might  ftudy  in  the  Library,  without  their 
Habits  and  Hoods:  Unlefs  they  had  for¬ 
merly  taken  the  Degree  of  a  Matter,  or 
procured  a  Difpenfation  from  the  Con- 
gregation-Houfe.  This  Limitation,  I  lup- 
pobe,  (fubmitting  my  Opinion  to  their 
Reformation  )  may  be  buffered  Bill  to 
Band  in  force  :  But  with  borne  further 
Qualification,  That  any  Gentleman-Stran¬ 
ger,  may  have  Liberty  to  enter,  bo  he 
come  accompanied  with  a  Graduate,  or 
fome  other  that  is  fworn,  and  will  an- 
fvver  on  his  Oath,  for  fuch  as  (hall  come 
with  him.  For  I  doubt  very  much,  it 
would  be  reputed  a  defective  Conftitution, 
if  when  Perfons  of  Nobility  and  eminent 
Calling,  with  a  great  many  others  of  Me¬ 
rit  and  Worth,  {hall  (hew  themfelves  fo 
bountiful,  in  helping  to  furnifh  their 
Store-Hoube  with  Books,  there  fhould  be 
no  Provibo  made,  for  their  Accebs  unto 
the  Place.  Whereupon  I  could  wiffa  in 
?ny  (lender  Difcourbe,  when  any  Gentle- 

A  a  4  man 
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man  of  fort,  {hall  at  any  time  requeft, 
for  his  Furtherance  in  fome  Study,  to  come* 
in  of  himfelf,  as  well  as  with  another, 
and  like  as  every  Graduate,  to  become  a 
Freeman  of  the  Library,  that  his  Licenfe 
then  fhould  pafs  by  Way  of  a  Grace,  and 
that  there  (hould  be  no  Refufal,  without 
fome  Caufe  of  great  Exception  :  But  al¬ 
ways  with  Condition,  that  he  {hall  frame 
himfelf  to  take  the  accuftomed  Oath,  or 
promife  to  keep  it,  or  his  Honour,  if  his 
Dignity  and  State,  (hall  require  that  Pre¬ 
eminence. 

Furthermore,  there  is  fomewhat,  now 
at  firft,  to  be  duly  eonfidered,  in  that 
which  of  ancient  [time]  was  decreed, 
about  the  Eledion,  Fun&ion,  andStipend 
of  the  Library-Keeper  3  in  whofe  Fideli¬ 
ty  and  Care  they  are  chiefly  to  rely,  for 


the  managing  of  this  Bufinefs.  But  as 


touching  this  Ele&ion,  I  muft  become  an 
humble  Suitor  to  the  Univerfity,that  they 
will  ratify  the  choice,  which  I  have  made 
already:  Over  forwardly  perhaps,  as 
not  of  any  right  belonging  unto  me  3  but 
yet  forced  unto  it,  for  many  urgent  Oc- 
caflons,  which  craved  as  foon  as  my  ma¬ 
nual  Works  were  finifhed,  the  prefent  Af- 
fiftance  of  a  diligent  Keeper :  fo  as  then  I 
admitted  Mr.  James  of  New-College,  up¬ 
on  fpecial  Prefumption  of  their  favoura- 

.  ble 
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ble  Liking,  of  whomfbever  I  fhould  con- 
ftitute  :  But  of  him  in  particular,  for  his 
Honefty  and  Learning,  and  lingular  Abi¬ 
lity,  to  acquit  himfelf  of  fuch  a  Charge : 
Belides  his  manifold  Deferts,  in  the  pub- 
lick  late  Occafions  in  theUniverfity.And 
for  the  Duties  appertaining  to  his  Office 
and  Fun&ion,  although  fome  of  them  be 
fpecified  in  the  old  Decrees,  yet  are  they 
moft  of  fuch  kind,  as  according  to  the 
Time,  and  State  of  things  prefent,  and 
the  difcrepant  Nature  of  this  new  Inftitu- 
tion,  muft  either  be  reformed,  or  utterly 
made  void  :  As  there  muft  for  other 
Caufes  be  divers  new  ordained.  Which 
will  be  then  performed  beft,  when  by 
one  Years  Observation,  they  (hall  be  a- 
ble  to  difcern,  where  Abufes  may  have 
entrance,  and  what  Statutes  to  fet  down 
for  their  timely  Prevention.  In  the  mean 
While,I  fhould  think  it  might  content,  for 
this  firft  Year’s  Tryal,  to  tie  the  Keeper 
no  further,  by  Virtue  of  his  Oath,  than, 
according  to  the  Form  of  the  Oath  alrea¬ 
dy  prefcribed  to  be  faithful  in  his  Cufto- 
dy,  and  diligent  in  opening  and  (hutting 
of  the  Library  :  referring  for  his  Hours 
and  Days  of  Intermiflxon,  and  for  his 
main  Dire&ion  in  all  other  Services,  to 
that  which  certain  Perfons  appointed  un¬ 
to  it,  by  pub-lick  Confent,  lhall  ad  vile 
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him  for  the  time.  For  fuch  I  would  re- 
queft  the  Univerfity  to  Delegate,  and  I 
will  willingly  joyn  my  Travels  to  theirs, 
whereby  to  ground  my  courfe  of  Dealing' 

upon  a  furer  Foundation  than  mine  own 
only  Liking. 

Laftly,  for  the  Stipend  which  was  al¬ 
lotted  in  time  paft,  to  the  Keeper  for  his 
Service,  by  the  Gift,  as  I  remember,  of 
King  Henry  the  fourth,  it  is  a  Matter,  in 
my  Opinion,  to  be  advifedly  thought  on, 
how  it  fhould  be  now  difpofed.  For 
were  it  fo,  as  I  have  heard,  that  it  was 
conferred  on  the  Reader  of  the  Lady 
Margaret's  Le&ure,  upon  the  Diffolution 
of  the  fprmer  Library  :  Sit h  there  is  at 
this  prefent  another  new  a  Foot,  I  cannot 
readily  conceive,  how  it  can  be  well 
withdrawn,  from  the  ufe  affigned  for  it, 
in  the  firft  Donation.  But  being  utterly 
ignorant,  how  that  Matter  hath  been  car¬ 
ried,  I  leave  it  to  them,  to  decide  as  they 
pleafe.  For  that  which  I  do  utter,  is  all 
in  refpeft,  of  the  exceffive  Pains  and 
Cumbers,  which  will  light  upon  the  Keep¬ 
er,  and  will  undoubtedly  deferve  a  far 
greater  Stipend,  than  the  Sum  of  twenty 
Pounds,  which  is  all  as  yet  by  my  Defign, 
that  is  to  be  defaulked  from  the  annual 
Pvent  of  one  hundred  Marks,  provided 
for  the  Library.  Howbeit  I  have  no  mean¬ 
ing 
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ing,  neither  is  it  a  thing,  that  I  could 
accord,  to  have  any  Part  of  it  on  the 
fuddain,  deduced  from  the  Penfion  of  the 
prefent  Reader :  But  only  that  hereafter  it 
may  be  converted,  when  his  Reading  is 
expired,  to  the  Purpofe  firft  intended. 
And  when  that  Refolution  is  publickly 
taken,  I  will  both  for  the  Reader’s  and 
Keeper’s  Contentation,  until  this  Reader’s 
Place  be  vacant,  disburfe  every  Year  the 
twenty  Pounds,  together  with  the  Sum 
of  his  ancient  Allowance. 

This  is  all  in  effeft  that  I  will  recom¬ 
mend  to  their  prefent  Confultation,  which 
may  fuffice,  I  do  not  doubt,  for  this 
Year’s  Ufage  of  the  Library:  Although  I 
know  that  for  hereafter,  there  mu  ft  a  for¬ 
mal  Book  be  drawn,  both  of  thefe  and 
other  Statutes,  concerning  the  Receipt, 
Cuftody,  and  Imployment  of  the  publick 
Revenue}  and  of  that  which  is  conferred 
of  Benevolence  upon  it :  And  for  the  an¬ 
nual  Choice  of  Overfeers,  to  take  the 
Keeper’s  Account  of  Books,  to  Purvey 
their  Defers,  for  their  Bindings,  Chain¬ 
ings,  Placings,  and  to  enquire  of  all  Abu- 
fes:  Of  which  Points  in  like  fort,  when 
the  time  fhall  be  for  it,  I  will  be  careful 
to  deliver  my  Private  Conceit :  But  fhall 


with  that  refpeft,  that  my  Duty  requi 
reth,  to  alter  all  that  I  propofe,  a 
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they  by  their  Experience,  (hall  find  there 
is  Occafion. 

And  thus  without  other  Ceremony, 
than  earned:  Intreaty,  that  you  will  not 
flick  to  pardon  my  neceflary  Length  of 
writing,  and  when  the  time  (hall  be  for 
it,  to  make  Report  of  the  Tenor  to  the 
University,  I  bid  you  very  heartily  and 
happily  farewell.

A  Letter  from  Sir  Tho.  Bodley  to  Sir 
Francis  Bacon. 


My  Good  Cottfin , 

According  to  your  Requeft  in  your 
Letter  (dated  the  iytb  of  October 
at  Orleans ,  I  received  here  the  18 th  of 
December')  I  have  fent  you  by  your  Mer¬ 
chant  30/.  Sterling  for  your  prefent  Sup¬ 
ply,  and  had  fent  you  a  greater  Sum,  but 
that  my  extroardinary  Charge  this  Year 
hath  utterly  unfurnilhed  me.  And  now, 
Coufin,  though  I  will  be  no  fevere  Ex- 
aftor  of  the  Account,  either  of  your  Mo- 
nv  or  Time,  yet  for  the  Love  I  bear  you, 
I  am  very  defirous,  both  to  fatisfy  my 
felf,  and  your  Friends  how  you  profper 
in  your  Travels,  and  how  you  find  your 
felf  bettered  thereby,  either  in  Knowledge 
<f  of 
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of  God,  or  of  the  World  ;  the  father,  bc- 
caufe  the  Days  you  have  already  fpent  a- 
broad,  are  now  both  fufficient  to  give 
you  Light,  how  to  fix  your  Self  and  End 
with  Counfel,  and  accordingly  to  (hape 
your  Courfe  conftantly  unto  if.  Befides, 
it  is  a  vulgar  Scandal  unto  the  Travellers, 
that  few  return  more  religious  than  they 
went  forth  5  wherein  both  my  Hope  and 
Requeft  is  to  you,  that  your  principal 
Care  be  to  hold  your  Foundation,  and  to 
make  no  other  ufe  of  informing  your  felf 
in  the  Corruptions  and  Superftitions  of 
other  Nations,  than  only  thereby  to  en¬ 
gage  your  own  Heart  more  firmly  to  the 
Truth.  You  live  indeed  in  a  Country  of 
two  feveral  Profeffions,  and  you  (hall  re¬ 
turn  a  Novice,  if  you  be  not  able  to  give 
an  Account  of  the  Ordinances,  Strength, 
and  Progrefs  of  each,  in  Reputation,  and 
Party,  and  how  both  are  fupported,  bal¬ 
anced  and  managed  by  the  State,  as  be¬ 
ing  the  contrary  Humours,  in  the  Temper 
of  Predominancy  whereof,  the  Health  or 
Difeafe  of  that  Body  doth  confift.  Thefe 
things  you  will  obferve,  not  only  asanEv- 
glifo-m an,  whom  it  may  concern,  to  what 
Intereft  his  Country  may  expeft  in  theCon- 
fciences  of  their  Neighbours;  but  alfo,  as 
a  Chriftian,  to  confider  both  the  Beauties 
and  Blemifhes,  the  Hopes  and  Dangers  of 

the 
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the  Church  in  all  Places.  Now  for  the 
World,  I  know  it  too  well,  to  perfwade 
you  to  dive  into  the  Pra&ices  thereof  -  ra¬ 
ther  ftand  upon  your  own  Guard,  againft 
all  that  attempt  you  thereunto,  or  may 
pra&ife  upon  you  in  your  Confidence, 
Reputation,  or  your  Purfe.  Refolve,  no 
Man  is  wife  or  fafe,  but  he  thatishoneft: 
And  let  this  Perfwafion  turn  your  Studies 
and  Obfervations  from  the  Complement 
and  Impoftures  of  the  debafed  Age,  to 
more  real  Grounds  of  Wifdom,  gathered 
out  of  the  Story  of  Times  pad,  and  out 
of  the  Government  of  the  prefent  State. 
Your  Guide  to  this,  is  the  Knowledge  of 
the  Country  and  the  People  among  whom 
you  live :  For  the  Country  though  you 
cannot  fee  all  Places,  yet  if,  as  you  pafs 
along,  you  enquire  carefully,  and  further 
help  your  felf  with  Books  that  are  writ¬ 
ten  of  the  Cofmography  of  thofe  Parts, 
you  fliall  fufficiently  gather  the  Strength, 
Riches,  Traffick,  Havens,  Shipping,  Com¬ 
modities,  Vent,  and  the  Wants  and  Dis¬ 
advantages  of  Places.  Wherein  alfo,  for 
your  good  hereafter,  and  for  your  Friends, 
it  will  be  fit  to  note  their  Buildings,  F ur- 
nitures, their  Entertainments^  all  their  Hus¬ 
bandry, and  ingenious  Inventions,  in  what- 
foever  concerned!  eitherPleafure  orProfif, 
For  the  People,  your  Traffick  among 

them 
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them,  while  you  learn  their  Language, 
will  fufficiently  inftrud  you  in  their  lia¬ 
bilities,  Difpofitions,  and  Humours,  if 
you  a  little  enlarge  the  Privacy  of  your 
own  Nature,  to  feek  Acquaintance  with 
the  beft  fort  of  Strangers,and  reftrain  your 
AfFe&ions  and  Participation,  for  your  own 
Country-Men  of  whatfoever  Condition. 

In  the  Story  of  France ,  you  have  a 
large  and  pleafant  Field  in  three  Lines  of 
their  Rings,  to  obferve  their  Alliances 
and  Succeffions,  their  Conquefts,  their 
Wars,  efpecially  with  us  $  their  Councils, 
their  Treaties^  and  all  Rules  and  Exam¬ 
ples  of  Experiences  and  Wifdom,  which 
may  be  Lights  and  Remembrances  to  you 
hereafter,  to  judge  of  all  Occurrents  both 
at  home  and  abroad. 

Laftly,  for  the  Government,  your  end 
muff  not  be  like  an  Intelligencer,  to  fpend 
all  your  time  in  fiihing  after  the  prefent 
News,  Humours,  Graces  or  Difgraces  of 
Court,  which  happily  may  change  be¬ 
fore  you  come  home  5  but  your  better 
and  more  conftant  Ground  will  be,  to 
know  the  Confanguinities,  Alliances,  and 
Eftates  of  their  Princes  ;  Proportion  be¬ 
tween  the  Nobility  and  Magiftracy  5  the 
Confutations  of  their  Courts  of  Juftice  • 
the  State  of  their  Laws,  as  well  for  the 
making,  as  the  Execution  thereof :  How 

the 
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the  Soveraignity  of  the  King  infufeth  it 
felf  into  all  Adis  and  Ordinances  5  how 
many  ways  they  lay  Impofitions  and  Tax¬ 
ations,  and  gather  Revenues  to  the  Crown. 
What  be  the  Liberties  and  Servitudes  of 
of  all  Degrees  5  what  Difcipline  and  Pre¬ 
parations  for  Wars  ;  what  Invention  for 
increafe  of  Traffick  at  home,  for  multi¬ 
plying  their  Commodities,  encouraging 
Arts  and  Manufactures,  or  of  Worth  in 
any  kind.  Alfo  what  good  Eftablifh- 
ment,  to  prevent  the  Neceffities  and  Dif- 
contentment  of  People,  to  cut  off  Suits 
at  Law,  and  Duels;  to  fupprefs Thieves, 
and  all  Diforders. 

To  be  fhort,  becaufe  my  Purpofe  is  not 
to  bring  all  your  Obfervations  to  Heads, 
but  only  by  thefe  few  to  let  you  know 
what  manner  of  Return  your  Friends  ex- 
pedt  from  you ;  let  me,  for  all  thefe  and 
all  the  reft,  give  you  this  one  Note, 
which  I  defire  you  to  obferve  as  theCoun- 
fel  of  a  Friend*  Not  to  fpend  your  Spi¬ 
rits,  and  the  precious  time  of  your  Tra¬ 
vel,  in  a  captious  Prejudice  and  Cenfuring 
of  all  things,  nor  in  an  Infectious  Col¬ 
lection  ofbafe  Vicesand  Fafhions  of  Men 
and  Women,  or  general  Corruption  of 
thefe  times,  which  will  be  of  ufe  only  a- 
mong Humorifts,for  Jefts and  Table-Talk.- 
bur  rather  {train  your  Wits  and  Induftry 

foundly 
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foundiy  tp  inftruft  your 'felf  in  all  things 
between  Heaven  and  Earth,  which  may 
tend  to.  Virtue,  Wifdom,  and  Honour, 
and  which  may  make  your  Life  more  pro¬ 
fitable  to  your  Country,  and  your  felf 
more  comfortable  to  your  Friends,  and 
acceptable  to  God. 

And  to  conclude,  let  all  thefe  Riches 
be  treafiired  up,  not  only  in  your  Memo¬ 
ry,  where  time  may  leffen  your  Stock  ♦ 
but  rather  in  good  Writings,  and  Books 
of  Account,  which  will  keept  them  fafe 
for  your  Ule  hereafter. 

And  if  in  this  time  of  your  liberal  Traf- 
ffck,  you  will  give  me  any  Advertifement 
of  your  Commodities  in  thefe  kinds,  I 
will  make  you  as  liberal  a  Return  from

SIR, 

$  foon  as  Term  was  ended,  fuppd- 
ling  your  Leifure  to  be  more  than 

B  b  before 
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before,  I  was  coming  to  thank  you  two 
or  three  times,  rather  chufing  to  do  it  by 
Word  than  Letter,  but  was  ftill  difap- 
pointed  of  my  Purpofe,  as  I  am  at  this 
prefent  upon  an  urgent  Occafion,  which 
doth  tie  me  faft  to  Fulham ,  and  hath 
made  me  now  determine  to  impart  my 
Mind  by  writing.  I  think  you  know  I 
have  read  your  Cogitata  &  Vtfa  3  which 
I  have  done  with  great  Defire,  reputing 
it  to  be  a  Token  of  your  lingular  Love, 
that  you  joyned  me  with  thofe  of  your 
chiefeft  Friends,  to  whom  you  would 
commend  the  firfi:  Perufal  ofyour  Draught: 
For  which  I  pray  you  give  me  Leave  to 
fay  this  3  firfi:.  That  if  the  Depth  of  my 
Affeftion  to  your  Perfon  and  Spirit,  and 
to  your  Work  and  Words,  and  to  all  your 
Abilities,  were  as  highly  to  be  valued,  as 
your  Affedion  is  to  me,  it  might  walk 
with  your’s  Arm  in  Arm,  and  claim  your 
Love  by  juft  Defert :  But  there  can  be  no 
Compariforr,  where  our  States  are  fo  un¬ 
even,  and  our  Means  to  demonftrate  our 
Affections  fo  different  3  in  fo  much  as  for 
my  own,  I  muft  leave  it  to  be  prifed  in 
the  Nature  that  it  is,  and  you  (hall  ever¬ 
more  find  it  addicted  to  your  Worth. 

As  touching  the  Subject  of  your  Book, 
'  you  have  fet  on  Foot  fo  many  rare  and 

noble  Speculations,  as  I  catinot  chufe  but 

wonder 
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Wonder  ( arid  fhall  wonder  at  it  ever  ) 
that  your  Expence  of  time,  confidered 
in  your  Publick  Profeffion,  which  hath 
itl  a  manner  no  Acquaintance  with  any 
Scholarfhip  or  Learning,  you  fhould  have 
culled  out  the  Quinteffence,  and  fucked 
up  the  Sap  of  the  chiefeft  Kinds  of  Learn¬ 
ing  :  For  howfoever  in  feme  Points  you 
vary  altogether  from  that  which  is,  and 
hath  been  ever  the  received  Dodtrine  of 
our  Schools ;  and  was  always  by  the  wi- 
feft  (  as  (till  they  are  deemed  )  of  all  Na¬ 
tions  and  Ages  adjudged  the  truefl:  5  yet 
it  is  apparent,  that  in  thofe  very  Points, 
and  in  all  your  Propofals  and  Plots  in  that 
Book,  you  (how  your  felf  a  Mafter- Work¬ 
man.  For  my  felf,  I  mud:  confefs,  and 
do  fpeak  it  Ingenue ,  that  for  Matter  of 
Learning,  I  am  not  worthy  to  be  recko¬ 
ned  among  Smafterers.  Howbeit,  15th 
it  may  feem,  that  being  willing  to 
communicate  this  Treatife  to  your 
Friends,  you  are  likewife  willing  to 
liften  to  whatfbever  they  can  except  a- 
gairift  it :  I  muft  deliver  unto  you  that 
for  my  private  Opinion,  I  am  one  of  that 
Crew  that  fay  there  is,  and  we  poffefs  a 
far  greater  Holdfaft  of  Certainty  in  the 
Sciences,  than  you  by  your  Difcourfe  will 
feem  to  acknowledge  For,  where  at  firffc 
ybu  do  objedfc  the  ill  Succefs  and  Errors 
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of  Practitioners  of  Phyfick  5  you  know  as 
well  they  proceed  of  the  Patient’s  Unru- 
linefs,  (  for  not  one  Man  in  an  hundred 
does  obey  his  Phyfician  in  obferving  his 
Counfels  )  or  by  mif-Information  of  their 
own  Indifpofition,  (  for  few  are  able  in 
that  kind  to  explicate  themfelves  )  or  by 
Reafon  their  Difeafes  are  by  Nature  in¬ 
curable,  which  is  incident,  you  know, 
to  many  Maladies  $  or  for.  fome  other 
hidden  Caufe,  cannot  be  difcovered  by 
Courfe  of  Conjecture.  Howbeit,  I  am 
full  of  this  Belief,  That  as  Phyfick  is  rni- 
niftred  now  a  Days  by  Phyficians,  it  is 
much  to  be  afcribed  to  their  Negligence 
or  Ignorance,  or  other  Touch  of  Imper¬ 
fection,  that  they  fpeed  not  better  in  their 
Practice  $  for  few  are  found  of  that  Pro- 
feffion  fo  well  inftruCted  in  their  Art,,  as 
they  might  be  by  the  Precepts  which 
their  Art  affordeth  5  which  if  it  be  defe¬ 
ctive  in  regard  of  full  Perfection,  yet  cer¬ 
tainly  it  doth  flourifh  with  admirable  Re¬ 
medies,  fuch  as  TraCt  of  Time  hath 
taught  by  experimental  Events,  and  are 
the  high  way  to  that  principal  Know¬ 
ledge  which  you  recommeud.  As  for  Al- 
chinty  and  Magtcky  fome  Conclufions  they 
have  worth  the  preferving,  but  all  their 
Skill  is  fo  accompanied  with  Subtleties 

and  Guils,  as  both  the  Crafts  and  Crafts- 

Malters 
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Mailers  are  not  only  defpifed,  but  named 
withDerifion :  Whereupon  to  make  good 
your  principal  Alfertion,  methinks  you 
Ihould  have  drawn  the  moft  of  your  Ex¬ 
amples  from  that  which  is  taught  in  the 
Liberal  Sciences,  not  by  pecking  out  Ca¬ 
fes  that  happen  very  feldom,  and  may  by 
all  Confeffion  be  fubjeft  to  reproof  5  but 
by  controuling  the  Generals  and  Grounds, 
and  invent  Pofitions  and  Aphorifms, 
which  the  greateft  Artifts  and  Phf* 
lofophers  have  from  time  to  time  defen¬ 
ded  :  For  it  goeth  currant  amongft  all 
Men  of  Learning,  that  thofe  Kinds  of 
Arts  which  Clarks,  in  time  paft,  termed 
the  Mtuadruvials,  confirm  their  Propofi- 
tions  by  infallible  Demonftrations  5  and 
likewife  in  the  Trivials,  fuch  Leffons  and 
Dire&ions  are  delivered  unto  us,  as  will 
effed  very  near,  or  as  much  altogether  as 
every  Faculty  doth  promife.  Now  in  cafe 
we  fhould  concur  to  do  as  you  advife, 
which  is,  to  renounce  our  common  Noti¬ 
ons,  and  cancel  all  our  Theorems,  Axioms, 
Rules,  and  Tenents,  and  to  come  as  Babes* 
ad  Regnum  Nature,  as  we  are  willed  by 
Scripture  to  come  ad  Regnunt  Cpelorum  5 
there  is  nothing  more  certain  to  my  Un- 
derftanding,  than  that  it  would  inftantly 
bring  us  to  Barbarifm,  and  after  many 
thoufand  Years,  leave  us  more  unprovi- 

B  b  3  decl 
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ded  of  Theorical  Furniture  than  we  are 
at  this  prefent  5  for  it  were  indeed  to  be¬ 
come  very  Babes,  Tabula  Rafa,  when  we 
fhall  keep  no  Impreffion  of  any  former 
Principles,  but  be  driven  to  begin  the 
World  again,  and  to  travel  by  Trial  of 
Actions  and  Senfe  (  which  are  your  Proofs 
by  particulars  )  what  to  place  in  Intelle - 
&ti,  for  our  general  Conceptions,  it  be¬ 
ing  a  Maxim  of  all  Men’s  approving.  In 
Intdlc&u.  Nihil  eft  quod  non  prius  fuit 
in  Senfu  :  And  fo  in  Appearance  it  would 
befall  us  that  till  Plato's  Years  be  come  a- 
bout,  our  Infight  in  Learning  would  be  in 

lefs  efkeem  than  now  it  is  accounted.Asfor 
that  which  you  inculcate  of  a  Knowledge 
more  excellent  than  now  it  is  among  us, 
which  Experience  might  produce,  if  we 
would  eflay  to  retract  it  out  of  Nature 
by  particular  Probations  $  it  is  n,o  more 
upon  the  Matter,  but  to  cite  to  us  that 
which,  without  Inftigation,  by  natural  In¬ 
flux0!:,  Men  would  pra&ife  of  themfelves  5 
for  it  cannot  in  Reafon  be  otberwife 
thought,  but  that  there  are  infinite  Num¬ 
bers  in  all  Parts  of  the  World  (  f°r  we 
may  not  in  this  Cafe  confine  our  Cogita¬ 
tions  within  the  Bounds  of  Europe  )  which 
,  embrace  the  Courfe  you  propofe  with  all 
Diligence  and  Care  that  any  Ability  can 
perform  i  for  every  man  is  born  with  an 
1  Appetite

Appetite  of  Knowledge,  wherewith  he 
cannot  be  fo  glutted,  but  Hill  as  in  Drop- 
fi^s,  they  will  third:  after  more  5  but  yet 
why  they  fliould  hearken  to  any  fuch  Per- 
fwafion,  as  wholly  to  abolilh  thole  fettled 
Opinions,  and  general Theorms  to  which 
they  have  attained,  and  their  own  and 
their  Anceftor’s  former  Experienced  fee  no 
t|iing  yet  alledged  to  induce  me  to  think  it. 
Moreover,  I  may  fpeak  with  good  Pro¬ 
bability,  that  if  we  (hall  make  a  mental 
Survey,  what  is  like  to  be  effe&ed  all 
the  World  over,  thole  five  or  fix  Inven¬ 
tions  which  you  have  felefted,  and  ima¬ 
gine  to  be  but  of  modern  Standing,  will 
make  but  a  (lender  Show,  among  more 
than  many  hundreds  of  many  kinds  of 
Notions,  which  are  daily  brought  to  light 
by  the  Inforcement  of  Wit  or  cafual  E- 
vept,  and  may  be  compared,  and  partly 
preferred  above  thofe  you  have  named  : 
But  were  it  fo  here,  that  all  were  admit¬ 
ted  that  you  can  require,the  Augmentation 
of  our  Knowledge,  and  that  all  our  Theo¬ 
rems,  and  general  Pofitions  were  utterly 
exftinguilhed  with  a  new  Subftitution  of 
others  in  their  Places,  what  Hope  may 
we  have  of  any  Benefit  to  Learning  by 
this  Alteration  :  Affuredly  as  foon  as  the 
new  ate  brought  ad  by  the  Inven¬ 

tors  and  their  Followers,  by  an  inter- 
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changable  Courfe  of  natural  things,  they 
will  fall  by  Degrees  to  be  buried  in  Obli¬ 
vion,  and  fo  in  continuance  perifh  out- 
right,  and  that  perchance  upon  the  like 
to  your  prefent  Pretences,  by  Propofal  of 
fome  means  to  advance  our  Knowledge 
to  a  higher  Pitch  of  Perfection  ;  for  flill 
the  fame  Defeats  Antiquity  found,  will 
-  refide  in  Mankind,  and  therefore  other 
Ufes  of  their  A&ions,  Devices,  and  Stu¬ 
dies,  are  not  to  be  expe&ed  than  is  ap¬ 
parently  by  Record  in  former  Time  ob- 
ferv’d.  I  remember  here  a  Note  which 
Paterculus  made  of  the  incomparable  Wits 
of  the  Grecians  and  Romans,  in  their  flou- 
ri filing  States,  that  there  might  be  this 
Reafbn  of  the  notable  Downfal  in  their 


I flue  which  came  after,  becaufe  by  Na¬ 
ture,  quod  Summo  Studio  petitum  ejl,  af- 
cend.it  in  jummum,  dijficilifq ;  in  per fell o 
Mora  efl 5  info  much  that  Men  perceiving 
that  they  could  not  go  further,  being 
come  to  the  Top,  they  turned  back  on 
their  own  Accord,  forfaking  thofe  Studies 
that  are  mod  inRequeft,and  betaking  them- 
felves  to  new  Endeavours,  as  if  the  thing 
they  had  fought  had  been  by  Prevention 
foreprifed  by  others :  So  it  fared  in  par¬ 
ticular  with  the  Eloquence  of  that  Age, 
that  when  their  SuccefTors  found  they 


could  hardly  equal,  but  by  no  Means  ex- 
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eel  their  PredecefTors,  they  began  to  ne- 
gleft:  the  Study  thereof,  and  both  to  write 
and  (peak,  for  many  hundred  Years,  in  a 
ruftical  Manner,  till  this  latter  Revoluti¬ 
on  brought  the  Wheel  about  again,  by 
inflaming  gallant  Spirits  to  give  a  frefh 
Onfet,  with  ftraining  and  ftriving  to  clime 
unto  the  Height  and  Top  of  Perfection, 
not  in  that  Gift  alone,  but  in  every  other 
Skill  of  any  Part  of  Learning  :  For  I  hold 
it  not  an  erroneous  Conceit  to  think  of  eve¬ 
ry  Science,  that  as  now  they  are  profef- 
fed,  fo  they  have  been  before  in  all  pre¬ 
cedent  Ages,  though  not  the  like  in  all 
Places,  nor  at  all  times  alike  in  ours,  and 
the  fame,  but  according  to  the  Changes 
and  Turnings  of  Times,  with  a  more  ex- 
aft  or  plain,  or  with  a  more  rude  and  ob- 
fcure  kind  of  Teaching.  If  the  Queftion 
fhould  be  asked,  what  Proof  I  have  of 
it  ?  I  can  produce  the  Do&rine  of  Arijlo- 
tle ,  and  the  deepefl:  learned  Clarks  , 
whom  we  have  any  Means  to  take  Notice 
of,  that,  as  there  is  of  other  things,  fo 
there  is  of  Sciences,  Ortus  &  Interitus $ 
which  is  alfo  the  meaning,  if  I  fhould  ex¬ 
pound  it,  of  Nihil  novum  fab  Sole ,  and 
is  as  well  to  be  applied,  ad  facia  as  difra, 
nt  Nihil  nefc  factum  neq  5  dictum  quod  non 
diltum  et  fattum  prius.  I  have  further 
for  my  Warrant,  that  famous  Complaint 

of 
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Qf  Sqlqnton  to  his  Son,  againft  the  infinite 
making  of  Books  in  his  tim,e :  Of  which 
in  all  Congruity  it  muft  be  underftood, 
that  a  very  great  Part  were  Obfervations 
and  lnftru&ions  in  all  kinds  of  Literature, 
qf  which  there  is  not  now  fo  much  as  one 
petty  Pamphlet  ( only  fome  Part  of  the 
Bible  excepted)  remaining  to  Pofterity, 
as  there  was  not  then  any  bound  of  Mil¬ 
lions  of  Authors  that  were  long  before 
Solomon ;  yet  we  mull:  give  Credit  to  what 
he  affirmed,  that  whatfoever  was  then, 
or  had  been  before,  it  could  never  be  a- 
y erred,  Behold,  this  is  New.  Whereupon 
I  muft  for  final  Conclufion  infer,  feeing 
all  Endeavours,  Studies,  and  Knowledge 
of  Mankind  in  whatfoever  Art  or  Science, 
have  ever  been  the  fame  as  at  this  prefent, 
though  full  of  Mutabilities,  according  to 
the  Changes  and  accidental  Occafions  of 
Ages,  and  Countrys,  and  Clark’s  Difpofi- 
tions’  which  can  never  be  but  fubjett  to 
Intention  and  R.emiffion,  both  in  their 
Defires,  and  in  the  Practices  of  their  Know¬ 
ledge  5  if  now  we  fhould  accord  in 
Opinion  with  you,  firft  to  condemn  our 
prefent  Knowledge  of  Doubts  and  Incer¬ 
titude  ;  but  you  confirm,  but  by  Aver¬ 
ment,  without  other  Force  of  Argument, 
than  to  difclaim  all  our  Axioms,  Maxims, 
and  general  Affertions  that  are  left  by 

T  radition 
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Tradition  from  our  Elders  unto  us,  which 
have  palled  (  as  it  is  to  be  intended  )  all 
Probations  of  the  lharpell  Wits  that  ever 


And,  Laftly  5  to  devife  (  being  now 
become  4  B,  C,  Dap)  )  by  the  frequent 
fpelling  of  Particulars,  to  come  to  the 
Notice  of  new  Generals,  and  fo  afrelh 
to  creat  new  Principles  of  Sciences;  the 
end  of  all  would  be,  that  when  we  {hall 
be  difpoffelTed  of  the  beaming  we  haye, 
all  our  confequent  Travel  will  hut  help  in 
a  Circle  to  conduft  us  to  the  Place  from 
Whence  we  fee  forward,  and  bring  us  to 
the  Happinefs  to  be  reftored  in  integrum , 
which  will  require  as  many  Ages  as  have 
marched  before  us  to  be  perfectly  atchi- 
ved.  All  which  j  write  with  no.  Diflike 
of  encreafing  our  Knowledge  with  new 
Devices,  which  is  undoubtedly  a  Prattice 
of  high  Commendation,  in  regard  of  the 
Benefit  they  will  yield  for  the  prefent. 
Amd  the  World  hath  eyer  been,  and  will 
alfuredly  continue  full  of  fueh  Dcvifers, 
whofe  Indgftry,  that  Way,  hath  been  e- 
minent,  and  produced  ftrgnge  Effects,  4- 
jroye  the  Beach  and  Hope  of  Men’s  com- 
puon  Capacities ;  yet  our  Notions  and 
theorems  have  always  kept  in  Grace, 
both  with  them,  ah4  with  the  rareft  that 
ever  were  uominated  anion^ft  ^ie  beam¬ 
ed. 
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ed.  By  this  you  fee  to  what  Boldnefs  I 
am  brought  by  your  Kindnefs,  that  if  I 
leem  too  fawcy  in  this  Contradi&ion,  it  is 
the  Opinion  I  hold  of  your  noble  Difpoli- 
tion,  and  of  the  Freedom  in  thefe  Cafes 
that  you  will  afford  your  fpecial  Friends, 
which  hath  induced  me  to  it.  Now  though 
I  my  felf,  like  a  Carrier’s  Horfe,  cannot 
blanch  the  beaten  Way,  in  which  I  was 
trained,  yet  fuch  is  my  Cenfure  of  your 
Cogitata ,  that  I  muff  tell  you  (to  be  plain) 
you  have  much  wronged  your  felf  and 
the  World,  to  fmother  fuch  a  Treafurefo 
long  in  your  Coffer  5  for  though  I  ftand 
well  allured  (  touching  the  Tenour  and 
Subject  of  your  main  Difcourfe )  you  are 
not  able  to  impannel  a  fubftantial  Jury  in 
any  Univerfity  that  will  give  up  a  Verdift 
to  acquit  you  of  Error  *  yet  it  cannot  be

For  your  Comfort,  that  you  minifter 
unto  me,  as  unto  your  felf,  and  the  fin- 
cere  and  loving  Affettion  that  you  fhew 
towards  my  Brother  deceafed,  I  thank 
you  very  heartily. 

Concerning  the  Confeffion  of  his  Faith, 
and  the  manner  of  his  Death,  no  Man 
can  better  inform,  than  Mr.  Principal  of 
GloceJter-Ha\l  Mr.  Hawley.  Touching  his
